The number of deaths among civilians in London during the year 1920 (52 
weeks) was 56,038, being equal to a rate of 12-4 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
civil population ; in Glasgow, the total deaths numbered 16,634 being equal to 14-9 
per 1,000 of the estimated total population ; and in Edinburgh, 4,400 or 12-9 in 
every 1,000. 


PuBLic INsTItuTIONS.—Of the 8,195 deaths registered in the Dublin Registra- 
tion Area last year, 3,512, or 42-9 per cent., occurred in public institutions, Vizio 
2,286 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums, 1,188 in the Dublin 
Union Workhouse, and 38 (those of persons admitted from the Dublin Registration 
Area in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


DISEASES. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—(See Tables IV. and V.)—The records of last 
year show that the total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases * 
registered in the Dublin Registration Area was 764. This number is equal to a 
rate of 1-84 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 


ENTERIC FEVER.---Thirteen deaths from enteric fever were registered during the 
year, as compared with an average of 45 for the 10 years, 1910-19, the numbers for 
the three years, 1917-19, being 23, 29, and 16, respectively. There were 178 enteric 
fever patients treated in Dublin hospitals, and of these 155 were discharged, 10 died, 
and 13 remained under treatment at the end of the year. 


TypHus.—To this cause 11 deaths were attributed, as against an average of 
3 for the preceding 10 years, the highest number for any year of the latter period 
being 13 for 1913. Four of the 11 deaths belonged to the district of North City No. 1 
West, 3 to South City No. 1, one to South City No. 2, two to South City No.3,andone 
was that of a person admitted to hospital from without the Registration Area. 
Fifty-seven typhus patients were treated in hospitals during the year, 43 of these 
were discharged, 11 died, and 3 remained under treatment at its close. 


SMALL-POxX.—No death from this disease was registered. 


MEASLES—There were 120 fatal cases of this disease, being equal to 0-29 per 
1,000 of the estimated population, the average number for the ten years 1910-19 
being 149. 

During the latter period the mortality from measles was highest in the year 1914, 
when 3386 deaths were registered, and lowest in 1910, the number of deaths in that 
year amounting to 20 only. 

Of the 120 deaths, 43 belonged to North City districts, 57 to South City districts, 
3 to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 6 to Pembroke, and 2 to Blackrock. 

Among 644 measles patients under treatment in Dublin hospitals, 601 were 
discharged, 42 died, and one remained under treatment at the end of the year. 


SCARLET FEVER.—Twenty-one deaths from scarlet fever were registered, as 
compared with 7, 19, and 29, respectively, in the three preceding years and an aver- 
age of 38 for the 10 years, 1910-19. There were 818 cases under treatment in hospitals 
during the year 1920, and of these 727 were discharged, 18 died, and 73T cases re- 
mained under treatment at the close of the year. 


WHOOPING-coUGH.—Not since the year 1897, during which 392 deaths were regis- 
tered, has there been sucha high annual mortality from whooping cough as inthe year 
just ended, the number of deaths for this period amounting to 246, or 0-59 per 1,000 
of the estimated population. This number is 135 above the average (111) for the pre- 
ceding 10 years, the deaths during this decennium varying from 183 in 1911 to 26 in 
1919. Of the 246 deaths referred to 60 were registered in the first quarter of the 
year, 137 in the second, 29 in the third, and 20 in the fourth. ‘The increased 
mortality from whooping-cough is mainly due to the large number of fatal cases 
recorded during the second quarter, the number for which is no less than 104 above 
the average (32) for the corresponding quarter of the 10 years preceding, the 
average for the first quarter being 42, for the third, 18, and for the fourth, 19.

The deaths from whooping-cough appertaining to North City districts numbered. 
120, or 0-72 per 1,000 of the estimated population, those belonging to South City 
districts amounted to 101, or 0-67 per 1,000, while the deaths recorded for the urban 
districts numbered 24 only, equivalent to 0-25 per 1,000 of the population. 

As derived from Table V, it would appear that therateof mortality tor the several 
districts varied from 1:04 per 1,000 of the population for South City No. 4 to 0:0 
for Blackrock Urban district. The deaths recorded tor North City No. 1 West yielded 
a rate of 0-97 per 1,000, for North City No. 2, a rate of 0-85, for North City No. 1 
East, 0-81, and for South City No. 3, a rate of 0:79. The deaths recorded for the 
above-named districts, arising out of 43 per cent. of the total population of the Re- 
gistration Area numbered 160, or about 65 per cent of all the deaths from whooping- 
cough, 


DIPHTHERIA.—There were 58 fatal cases of this disease, being 7 under the 
average (65) for the preceding 10 years, but above the numbers registered during 
the 4 years, 1916-19, viz. : 35, 36, 38, and 31, respectively. 

Of the 58 deaths, 24 appertained to North City districts, 21 to South City 
districts, 3 to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 4 to Pembroke, and 6 deaths 
were those of non-residents. 

The cases of the disease treated in Dublin hospitals numbered 456 of which 
419 were admitted during the year, 358 were discharged, 58 died, and 40 remained 
under treatment at the close of the year. 


DYSENTERY.-—Eleven deaths from dysentery were registered, as compared with 
21 in 1919, 5 in 1918, 11 1n 1917, and an average ot 8 for the 10 years ending with 
1919. 


DIARRHGAL, DISEASES.—To this group 284 deaths, including 274 deaths trom 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age, were assigned, the average 
number of such deaths of children during the period 1911-19, being 396. Of the 274 
deaths, 44 belonged to North City No. 1 East district, 43 to North City No. 1 West, 
27 to South City No. 4, and 41 to South City No. 1. A high mortality from whooping- 
cough has also been noted as regards the three first-named districts. 


INFLUENZA.—There were 103 deaths (or 0-25 per 1,000 of the population) from 
this disease, as against 1,506 in 1918 and 912 in 1919, the average for the 10 years 
ending with the latter year being 309, but excluding the years of the great epidemics, 
the average for the remaining years of the decade is only 84. 

Of the deaths in 1920, 35 appertained to North City districts, 21 to South City 
districts, 10 to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 12 to Pembroke, one to 
Blackrock, and 3 to Kingstown. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL FEVER.—Eight deaths were attributed to this disease, as com- 
pared with 5, 8, and 6, respectively, in the three preceding years.

INFANT MORTALITY. 


Excluding 874 births and 71 deaths in Institutions ot infants whose mothers 
were admitted from localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, the infant 
mortality rate for the year 1920 was 143 per 1,000 births, as against 141 per 1,000 
births in 1919, and 149 per 1,000 births in 1918. 


The infant mortality, as corrected, for each district of the Dublin Registration 
Area in 1920 is given in Table V. It will be seen from this table that the rate for 
the city was 152 per 1,000, the rates for the North and South City districts being 
respectively, 148 and 157 per 1,000. while for the urban districts the infant mortality 
rate was 101 per 1,000, the district rates varying from 181 for South City No. 1, 
179 for North City No. 1. East, 166 for North City No. 2 to48 for Finglas and Glasnevin, 


part of, 76 for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, and 77 for Coolock and Drum- 
condra, part of. 


In 1919 the infant mortality rate for the City of Dublin was 152 per 1,000, 
the rates for the North and South City districts being, respectively, 140 and 166 
per 1,000, and the rate for the urban districts was 94 per 1,000 births. 


Basing the infant mortality rate on the total number of births and deaths of 
infants registered in the Dublin Registration Area, the rate for 1920 amounted to 
138 per 1,000 births, as compared with 135 in 1919, 143 in 1918, 144 in 1917, 147 in 


1916, 157 in 1915, and an average of 148 in every 1,000 births registered during the | 
ten years, 1910-1919. |

T'vpHuS.—The 13 deaths from typhus include 9 for Belfast and one for each of 
Londonderry, Galway, Drogheda, and Tralee. ; 


SMALL-POx.—No death from this cause was reported. 


MEASLES.—The 180 deaths include 132 belonging to Belfast, 14 to Londonderry, 
13 to Newry, 10 to Limerick, 7 to Portadown, 2 to Cork, ana one to each of Lisburn 
and Ballymena. 


ScaRLET FEVER.—Of 108 deaths under this heading,94 appertained to Belfast, 
5 to each of Cork and Londonderry, 2 to Wexford, and one to each of Waterford 
and Lisburn. 


WHOOPING-coUGH.—There were 184 deaths returned from this cause, of which 
84 belonged to Belfast, 40 to Cork, 30 to Waterford, 6 to each of Drogheda and 
Wexford, 5 to Sligo, 4 to Galway, 3 to each of Limerick and Tralee, 2 to Newry, 
and one to Lisburn. 


DIPHTHERIA.~-Among the 154 deaths are 60 belonging to Cork, 45 to Belfast, 
19 to Limerick, 12 to Londonderry, 4 to each of Lisburn and Kilkenny, 3 to Galway, 
2 to Waterford, and one to each of Lurgan, Newry, Portadown, Wexford, and Bally- 
mena. 


DIARRHGAL DISEASES.—Included in the deaths from diarrhceal diseases are 293 
of children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, 199 of which appertained 
to Belfast, 23 to Londonderry, 20 to Cork, 15 to Waterford, and 9 to Limerick. 


INFLUENZA.—Ot 279 deaths from influenza, 243 appertained to Belfast, 6 to 
Newry, 5 each to Cork and Waterford, 4 to Lurgan, 3 each to Drogheda and Bally- 
mena, and 2 each to Limerick, Dundalk, Lisburn, and Portadown.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are givenin Table I]. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 18-1 and 18-4; Dublin Registration Area, 15-8 and 16-9; Dublin City, 
17:2 and 17-8; Belfast. 20-3 and 19-5; Cork, 21-1 and 21-2; Londonderry, 20-1 and 16:3; Limerick, 
21°7 and 21:3; and Waterford, 36:1 and 22°3. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-6 per 1,000. Among the 161 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 2 from enteric fever, 11 from‘measles, 6 from scarlet fever, one from whooping-cough, one from 
diarrhca‘and enteritis of a child under 2 years, and one from influenza. Of the 31 deaths from all 
causes for Cork there are 4 from whooping-cough, and one from diphtheria. The 16 deaths from 
all causes for Limerick include one from enteric fever, and the 19 deaths recorded for Waterford 
include one from influenza, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 238—126 boys 
and 112 girls—and the deaths to 138—69 males and 69 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15-8 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the four weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 16.9 and was 
6-7 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate for all 
deaths registered during the four weeks was 18-3, and for the corresponding period of the preceding 
ten years 25-1. 

Of the 126 deaths appertaining to the Area there was one from each of enteric fever, scarlet fever, 
and whooping-cough, 5 from diarrhaal diseases, and 3 from influenza, 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from scarlet fever were one, one, and 0; deaths from whooping- 
cough, 0, 2, and 2; deaths from diarrheal diseases, one, 2, and 0; and deaths from influenza one, 
0, and 2. There were no deaths from enteric fever registered in the three preceding weeks. 

There were 13 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 9 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar 
pneumonia, and 2 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 19 deaths (including 11 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from tuberculous 
meningitis, and 4 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 17, 13, and 20 in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Six deaths were caused by cancer, 9 by organic diseases of the heart, and 17 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 5 were due to convulsions, one to bronchitis, 3 to 
broncho-pneumonia, one to pnemonia, 4 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 5 to premature birth, and 2 to 
congenital debility. 

There was one death by violence. . 

Forty-five of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 34 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month 
old, and 24 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 18 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 126 deaths recorded, 44 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

From this Report it appears that of 83 cases notified, 36 were scarlet fever, 19 pulmonary tuberculosis, 5 
other forms of tuberculosis, 13 diphtheria, 5 erysipelas, 3 acute primary pneumonia, one puerperal! fever, 
and one malaria. Among the 676 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 221 
of scarlet fever, 202 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 127 of diphtheria, 27 of measles, 12 of erysipelas, 3 of 
whooping-cough, one of cerebro-spinal fever, one of membranous croup and one of chicken pox.

InFecTIoUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 14th February. 
From this Report it appears that of 85 cases notified, 27 were scarlet fever, 26 diphtheria, 13 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 5 other forms of tuberculosis, 4 ophthalmia neonatorum, 3 erysipelas, 3 puerperal fever, 
2 malaria, one acute primary pneumonia, and one dysentery. Among the 689 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 215 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 201 of scarlet fever, 138 of 
diphtheria, 47 of measles, 11 of erysipelas, 3 of whooping-cough, 2 of chicken-pox, one of cerebro-spinal 
fever, one of membranous croup and one of puerperal fever.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 20-2 and 18-8; Dublin Registration Area, 21-9 and 18-8; Dublin City, 
92-8 and 18-7; Belfast. 21-8 and 19-6; Cork, 19:0 and 19-3; Londonderry, 13-0 and 16-3; Limerick. 
24-4 and 18°3; and Waterford, 11°4 and 21°4. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-4 per 1,000. Among the 173 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from enteric fever, 2 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 3 from. whooping-cough, one from 
diphtheria, one from diarrhea and enteritis of a child under 2 years, and 3 from influenza. Of the 
28 deaths from all causes for Cork one is from whooping-cough, and 2 are of children under 2 years 
from diarrhcea and enteritis. One of the 11 deaths from all causes for Londonderry was due to 
diphtheria. Two of the 6 deaths from all causes for Waterford are from whooping-cough, and the 6 


deaths from all causes for Newry include one from whooping-cough, and one from diphtheria.

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 282—157 boys 
and 125 girls—and the deaths to 183-8] males and 108 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 15) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21-9 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the eight weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 17.9 and was 
6:4 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate for all 
deaths registered during the eight weeks was 19-1, and for the corresponding period of the preceding 
ten years 25-9. 

Of the 174 deaths appertaining to the Area one is from measles, 3 are from whooping-cough, 
3 from diphtheria, one from dysentery, 3 from diarrhaxa and enteritis of children under 2 years, 
3 from influenza and one from cerebro-spinal fever. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from measles were one, 0, and 3; deaths from whooping- 
cough, 5, 3, and 2; deaths from diphtheria, 2, 2, and one; deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years 3, 2, and 3; and deaths from influenza 0,2, and 0. There were no deaths 
from dysentery or cerebro-spinal fever registered in the 3 preceding weeks. 

There were 14 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 10 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar 
pneumonia, and 2 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 22 deaths (including 18 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 3 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 18, 22, and 22 
in the three weeks preceding. 

Eight deaths were caused by cancer, 13 by organic diseases of the heart, and 26 by, bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to whooping-cough, 3 to convulsions, 
2 to broncho-pneumonia, 2 to diarrhcea and enteritis, 2 to congenital malformations, 1! to premature 
birth, and 9 to congenital debility. 

There were 2 accidental deaths, and one death by homicide. 

Forty-seven of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 33 being infants under one year, of whom 15 were under one month 
old, and 50 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 39 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 174 deaths recorded, 74 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 

Details regarding deaths by diseases and ages in the Dublin Registration Areu and its component parts 
will be found in Tables III. and IV.

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 28th February, in 96 large English towns (including 
London, in which the rate was 18-5 was equal to an average annual death rate of 17-7 per 1,000 of the 
estimated civil population, 

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 15-7 per 1,000 persons living, the rate 
for Glasgow being 14-8 and for Edinburgh 14-2. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson. M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 28th February. 
From this Report it appears that of 96 cases notified, 35 were diphtheria, 22 scarlet fever, 14 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 13 other forms of tuberculosis, 6 erysipelas, 3 ophthalmia neonatorum, one acute primary 
pneumonia, one malaria, and one membranous croup. Among the 686 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 212 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 198 of scarlet fever, 149 of 
diphtheria, 43 of measles, 12 of erysipelas, 3 of whooping-cough, 2 of chicken-pox, one of membranous 
croup and one of puerperal fever.

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20:7 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the nine weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 18.2 and was 
6-6 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate for all 
deaths registered during the nine weeks was 19-4, and for the corresponding period of the preceding: 
ten years 26-4.

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 6th March, 
From this Report it appears that of 87 cases notified, 39 were diphtheria, 17 scarlet fever, 12 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 11 other forms of tuberculosis, 3 erysipelas, 2 acute primary pneumonia, one malaria, one 


dysentery, and one puerperal fever. 


Among the 660 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close 


of the week were 219 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 186 of scarlet fever, 152 of diphtheria, 35 of measles, 
7 of erysipelas, 3 of whooping-cough, and 2 of chicken-pox.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are givenin Table IT. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 22-1 and 20-7; Dublin Registration Area, 20-0 and 19-8; Dublin City, 
21°3 and 20-7; Beltast, 28-4 and 23-8; Cork, 23-1 and 20-7; Londonderry, 10-7 and Leo: Limerick, 
12°2 and 18°3; and Waterford, 15°2 and 15-2. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000. Among the 225 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 2 from enteric fever, 7 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, one from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 2 years, and 23 from influenza. The 
34 deaths from all causes for Cork include 3 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, and one from 
influenza ; 2 of the 8 deaths from all causes for Waterford are from whooping-cough; one of the 7 
deaths from all causes for Portadown is from measles ; among the 6 deaths from all causes for 
Ballymena is one from influenza, and one of the 5 deaths from all causes for Sligo is also from 
influenza. 

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 239—140 boys 
and 99 girls—and the deaths to 168--90 males and 78 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20-0 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the ten weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 18.4 and was 
6-8 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate for all 
deaths registered during the ten weeks was 19-6, and for the corresponding period of the preceding 
ten years 26-8. 

Of the 159 deaths appertaining to the Area 3 are from measles, 6 from whooping-cough, one 
from dysentery, and 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from measles were 3, one, and 0; deaths from whooping-cough 
were 2, 3, and 7; deaths from dysentery 0, one, and 0; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years 3, 3, and one. 

There were 18 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 11 from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar 
pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). . 

Tuberculous disease caused 21 deaths (including 15 from pulmonary -tuberculosis, 2 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of tuberculous disease, as against 22, 22, and 17 in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Eleven deaths were caused by cancer, 17 by organic diseases of the heart, and 22 by bronchitis, 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to measles, 2 were due to whooping- 
cough, one to simple meningitis, 2 to bronchitis, 6 to broncho-pneumonia, 3 to diarrhea and enteritis, 
one to congenital malformation, 2 to premature birth, and 4 to congenital debility. 

There were 2 accidental deaths. 

Forty-seven of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 28 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month 
old, and 35 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 31 were 70 years of age or over, 

Of the 159 deaths recorded, 61 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

Nineteen Town Districts, 27-5 and 23-1; Dublin Registration Area, 24-5 and 21-8; Dublin City, 
26:9 and 23-2; Belfast. 37:0 and 28:5; Cork, 28-6 and 22:8; Londonderry, 14-2 and 14:2; Limerick, 
90°3 and 18°3; and Waterford, 13°3 and 13°3. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were eaual to an annual rate of 2-3 per 1,000. Among the 293 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 2 from enteric fever, 3 from measles, 5from scarlet fever, 8 from whooping-cough, one from 
diphtheria, 7 from diarrhoeal diseases, 33 from influenza, and 67 from pneumonia. The 42 deaths 
from all causes for Cork include 2 from whooping-cough ; one of the 4 deaths from all causes for 
Lurgan is from influenza; among the 4 deaths from all causes for Newry are 2 from measles, and 
2 of the 7 deaths from all causes for Portadown are also from measles.

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 17) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24-5 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the eleven weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 18.8 and was 
6-4 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate for all 
deaths registered during the eleven weeks was 20-2, and for the corresponding period of the preceding 
ten years 26-8. 

Of the 195 deaths appertaining to the Area one is from enteric fever, 3 are from measles, one 
from scarlet fever, 9 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 3 from diarrhcea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years, and 2 from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from measles were one, 0, and 3; deaths from whooping-cough 
were 3, 7, and 6; deaths from diphtheria 3, 3, and 0; deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years 3, one, and 3; and deaths from influenza 3,4, and 0. There were no deaths from 
enteric fever or scarlet fever registered in the three preceding weeks. 

There were 26 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 17 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar 
pneumonia, and 7 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 26 deaths (including 13 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 11 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 22, 17, and 21 in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, 10 by organic diseases of the heart, and 34 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 5 were due to whooping-cough, 5 to convulsions, 
6 to bronchitis, 7 to broncho-pneumonia, one to pneumonia, 3 to diarrhcea and enteritis, 5 to prema- 
ture birth, and 4 to congenital debility.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson. M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of mare Diseases notified during the week ended 20th March. 
From this Report it appears that of 74 cases notified, 31 were diphtheria, 14 scarlet fever, 12 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 4 other forms of tuberculosis, 4 erysipelas, 4 acute primary pneumonia, 4 ophthalmia 
neonatorum, and one cerebro-spinal fever. Among the 628 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at 
the close of the week were 217 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 152 of diphtheria, 151 of scarlet fever, 32 of 
measles, 9 of erysipelas, 4 of whooping-cough, 2 of ophthalmia neonatorum, and one of cerebro-spinal 
fever.

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban District: of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 25-0 and 24:3; Dublin Registration Area, 23-9 and 22-3 ; Dublin City, 
26-7 and 24-1; Belfast, 35-9 and 32-1; Cork, 14-3 and 21-6; Londonderry, 8-3 and 13:1; Limerick. 
14°9 and 15:9; and Waterford, 7°6 and 12°4. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-2 per 1,000. Among the 284 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from enteric fever, 3 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 6 from whooping-cough, 4 from 
diarrheea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 36 from influenza, and 68 from pneumonia. The 
21 deaths from all causes for Cork include 3 from whooping-cough ; one of the 7 deaths from all 
causes for Londonderry is from diphtheria; among the 11 deaths from all causes for Limerick are 3 
from diphtheria ; 2 of the 7 deaths from all causes for Newry are from measles, and of the 3 deaths 
from all causes for Ballymena one is from diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 257—132 boys. 
and 125 girls—and the deaths to 209—115 males and 94 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 19) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from iocalities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23-9 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twelve weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 19.3 and was 
6-0 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate for all 
deaths registered during the twelve weeks was 20-7, and for the corresponding period of the preceding 
ten years 26-9. 

Of the 190 deaths appertaining to the Area 11 are from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 10 from 
whooping-cough, and 2 from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from measles were 0, 3, and 3; deaths from scarlet fever 0, 0, 
and one ; deaths from whooping-cough 7, 6, and 9; and deaths from influenza 4, 0, and 2. . 

There were 28 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 17 from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar 
pneumonia, and 8 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 23 deaths (including 17 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 5 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 17, 21, and 26 in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Four deaths were caused by cancer, 13 by organic diseases of the heart, and 27 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to measles, 2 to whooping-cough, one 
to disseminated tuberculosis, 3 to venereal disease, one to simple meningitis, 7 to convulsions, 10 to 
bronchitis, 7 to broncho-pneumonia, one to congenital malformation, 3 to premature birth, and 7 to 
congenital debility. 

There were 3 accidental deaths and one homicidal death.

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 17) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23-2 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the thirteen weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 19.6 and was 
5-7 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate for all 
deaths registered during the thirteen weeks was 21-1, and for the corresponding period of the preceding 
ten years 26-9. 

Of the 185 deaths appertaining to the Area 3 are from measles, one from scarlet fever, 10 from 
whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 
and 3 from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from measles were 3, 3, and 11; deaths from scarlet fever 0, one, 
and 2; deaths from whooping-cough 6, 9, and 10; deaths from diphtheria 0, one, and 0; deaths from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 3, 3, and 0; and deaths from influenza 0, 2, and 2. 

There were 32 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 22 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia, and 9 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 22 deaths (including 13 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from 


tuberculous meningitis, and 5 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 21, 26, and 23 in the: 


three weeks preceding. 
Three deaths were caused by cancer, 13 by organic diseases of the heart, and 31 by bronchitis. 
Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to measles, 6 were due to whooping- 
cough, one to tuberculous meningitis, one to venereal disease, 2 to simple meningitis, 4 to convulsions, 
13 to bronchitis, 8 to broncho-pneumonia, 2 to pneumonia (type not distinguished), 2 to diarrhcea and 


enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 7 to premature birth, and 4 to congenital debility. 


There were 3 accidental deaths and one homicidal death. 

. Sixty-five of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 52 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under one month 
old, and 45 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 32 were 70 years of age or over, 

Of the 185 deaths recorded, 77 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 3rd April, in 96 large English towns was equal 
to an average annual death rate of 16-7 per 1,000 of the estimated civil population, 

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 17-2 per 1,000 persons living, the rate 
for Glasgow being 17-6 and for Edinburgh 17-9. 


INFECTIOUS DiIsEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson. M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 3rd April. 
From this Report it appears that of 68 cases notified, 19 were pulmonary tuberculosis, 10 other forms of 
tuberculosis, 18 scarlet fever, 11 diphtheria, 4 erysipelas, 3 ophthalmia neonatorum, one acute primary 
pneumonia, one malaria, and one dysentery. Among the 559 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the 
close of the week were 214 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 132 of scarlet fever, 113 of diphtheria, 27 of measles, 
7 of erysipelas, one of whooping-cough, and one of cerebro-spinal fever.

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Brerus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists 
of the city of Dublin, and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Kingstown, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 3rd April, 1920, 
3,287 births—1,713 boys and 1,574 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 31-7 in every 1,000 of the 
population. r 


The number of births recorded for the city was 2,780, equivalent to an annual rate of 34-9in every 
1.000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named above, 507, equal to an annual rate of 21-0 
in every 1,000 of the population. 


During the same period the births in London were equivalent to an annual rate of 31-4 per 1,000 
of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate was 32-7 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 27-6 per 1,000. 


Deatus.—Omitting the deaths (154) referred to localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the deaths for the Area, numbering 2,030, were equivalent to an annual rate of 19-6 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 
25-3. The total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
2,184—1,095 males and 1,089 females —affording an annual ratio of 21-1 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as compared with 26-9 per 1,000 for the first quarter of the ten years, 1910-1919. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last quarter was 771, 
representing an annual mortality of 18-5 in every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in the 
South City districts was 868, equivalent to a rate of 22-9 per 1,000. For the urban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 391, being equal to an annual death-rate of 16-2 in every 1,000.

CAUSES OF DEATH IN DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during last quarter was 147, being equal to an annual rate of 1-42 per 1,000 of the population. 


Enteric Frever.—As in the preceding quarterly period 2 deaths from enteric fever were 
registered. 


There was no record of mortality from typhus or small-pox during the period under notice. 


Merastes.—Deaths from measles numbered 26, as compared with 6,3, and 7 in the 3 preceding 
quarterly periods and 19 deaths in the first quarter of 1919. 


SCARLET FEVER.—Eight deaths were caused by scarlet fever ; in the three preceding periods deaths 
from this disease were 5, 4 and 12, respectively. 


Wuoopina-CoucH.—The deaths ascribed to whooping-cough amounted to 60, which number 
represents a rate of 0-58 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Area; the deaths in the 3 
preceding periods were respectively 7, 0 and 10. 





DiputHerta.—Of 16 deaths from this cause, one was that of a person not belonging to the Area, 
11 were of residents in north Dublin city, 3 of south Dublin city and one belonged to the urban district 
of Rathmines and Rathgar. In the three preceding periods the deaths from diphtheria were 
5, 6 and 15. 


DysENTERY—Five deaths from dysentery were registered, of these 2 were those of non-residents. 


DiarrH@AL Disrases.—Of 30 deaths, 29 were those of children under 2 years of age, 2 being 
deaths of non-residents ; in September quarter of 1919, diarrhceal diseases.caused 185 deaths; in 
December quarter the number declined to 68, and further to 30 in the period under notice. 


INFLUENZA.—Twenty-eight deaths from influenza were recorded ; of this number, 6 were deaths of 
non-residents. In the 3 quarters preceding, deaths from influenza numbered respectively 155, 13, and 
13, and in the corresponding March quarter of 1919 the deaths attributed to influenza amounted to 731. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL FEvER.—Three deaths from this disease were registered. 


TuBERCULOSIS.—Altogether the deaths from tuberculosis amounted to 284 including the deaths of 
22 non-residents. The above total represents an annual rate of 2-74 per 1000 of the population as 
compared with 3° 63,2-31,and 2-48 per 1,000 in each of the 3 preceding periods. The aggregate includes 
190 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 27 from tuberculous meningitis, 20 from abdominal tubercul- 
osis, 4 from tuberculosis of the spinal column, 5 from tuberculosis of joints, 7 from tuberculosis of other 
organs, one from scrofula and 30 from disseminated tuberculosis. In the north city districts the death 
rate from all forms of tuberculosis was 2-49; in the south city districts, 2°86, and in the urban districts 
it,was 2°07 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Cancer.—There were 118 deaths assigned to malignant disease ; this number includes the deaths 
of 20 non-residents, and is equal to an annual rate of 1-14 per 1,000, as compared with 1-16, 1-33, and 
1-26 in the three preceding periods. ' 


PNrumMonia.—Altogether the deaths of 241 persons were caused by pneumonia ; of the total, 133 
were from broncho-pneumonia, 31 from lobar pneumonia, and 77 from pneumonia (type not 
distinguished). The total includes the deaths of 14 non-residents and is equal to an annual rate of 
2-32 per 1,000, as compared with 1-93, 0-82, and 1-09 per 1,000 in the three preceding quarters, and 
in the March Quarter of 1919, 5-45 per 1,000. 


DiIsEASES OF THE BRAIN AND Nervous System.—To varied conditions in this group the deaths 
of 239 persons were attributed, including 62 deaths from convulsions, all of which were children under 


5 years of age. The average of deaths under this group is 265, and the rate representing the 239 deaths 
is 2-30 per 1,000 of thé estimated population. 


DISEASES OF THE CrncuULATORY SysTemM.—These in the aggregate numbered 217, which corresponds 
to an annual rate of 2-09 per 1,000.

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Broncurris.—The deaths from bronchitis numbered 276 as compared with 598 in the corresponding 
period of 1919, 228 in the June quarter of that- year, 86 in the September quarter and 199 in the 
December quarter. 





CongenivaL ConprtIons.—There were 9 deaths from congenital malformations, 77 from premature 
birth and 61 from congenital debility. 


VIOLENCE.—The 49 deaths from all kinds of violence, include 6 homicide, one suicide, 4 by 
gunshot wounds, 8 by vehicles and horses, 7 by burns and scalds and 6 by drowning.

In 65 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 65 cases, 40 (or 61-5 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 
Of the deaths of 147 infants under one month old registered, there were 21 (or 14-3 per cent.) regarding 
which the cause was uncertified. 


From Table IIL., page 130f, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality 
from the principal epidemic diseases} in the Dublin Registration Area was 1-4 per 1,000, that in the 
City it was 1-6, and in the urban districts 6-5, the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in 
three of the districts to 3-2 in South City No. 4, the 212 deaths from all causes for that district 
including 9 from measles, one from scarlet fever, 15 from whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrhcea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years. 


Occupations.—In Table IV., page 130g, it will -be observed that the deaths in families of 
the “ Professional and Independent Class ” were equal to an annual rate of 16-9 per 1,000 of the persons 
in that class according to the Census of 1911; the rate for the ‘“‘ Middle Class ” was 16-1 per 1,000 ; 
among the “ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 16-5; and in the ‘“‘ General Service Class 
it was 21-9. ;

Aqrs.—Of the 2,184 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the quarter, 656 were under 5 years of age, including 429 infants under one year of age, the latter repre- 
senting a rate of 131 per 1,000 births registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of 
age is equal to an annual mortality of 64-1 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 5-6 per

in the Dublin Union Workhouse; and 15 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin 
Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


Weatuer.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 43-6°. At Greenwich it was. 
44-6°: at Glasgow, 41-9°; and at Edinburgh, 41-3°.

NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table IT., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Treland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
20-7 per 1,000°of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the. highest :—Galway, 13:3; Dundalk, 13-7; Sligo, 14:7; 
Londonderry, 15:4; Tralee, 15:5 ; Drogheda, 15:7; Lisburn, 16°8 ; Ballymena, 16°9 ; Portadown, 17:1; 
Waterford, 17-9; Clonmel, 18-0; Limerick, 18°1; Wexford, 18°4; Lurgan, 18°8 ; Kilkenny, 19:0 ; 
Dublin Registration Area, 19°6; Cork, 20:8; Newry, 23:1; and Belfast, 24:3, 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 19 districts 
is 1-8 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in two of the districts to 4-0 in Newry ; 
the 69 deaths from all causes in that district, including 10 from measles, one from whooping-cough, 
and one from diphtheria. The 2,504 deaths from all causes for Belfast include 16 from enteric fever, 
117 trom measles, 49 from scarlet fever, 41 whooping-cough, 10 from diphtheria, 144 from influenza, 
29 from diarrhoeal diseases, one from cerebro-spinal fever, and 385 from pneumonia, 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* in the eighteen 
provincial urban districts, already named, and Tables II. and V. give in detail the results of the 


registration for the quarter :— 


Enteric Fever.—Sixteen deaths: were recorded for Belfast, 2 for Waterford and one for Limerick. 
Typaus.—No death from this disease was recorded. 
SMALL-POX.— No case of this disease was reported. 


MrasLes.—In addition to 117 deaths from measles appertaining to Belfast, 10 belonged to Newry 
and 3 to Portadown. 

ScarLET Frver.—Forty-nine deaths from scarlet fever were recorded for Belfast. There were no 
deaths from this cause in any of the other provincial urban districts. 


Wuoorine-coucH.—For Belfast, 41 deaths from this disease were reported, for Cork 25 deaths, 
for Waterford 20 deaths, for each of Galway and Sligo 4 deaths, and for Limerick, Drogheda and 
Newry one death each. 


DipHTHEeRIA.—The deaths from this cause comprise 10 each for Belfast and Cork, 8 for Limerick, 
5 for Londonderry and one for each of Lurgan, Lisburn, Newry, Ballymena and Kilkenny. 





INFLUENZA.—For Belfast, 144 deaths from influenza were recorded, for Lurgan 3 deaths, and for 
each of Cork, Waterford, Ballymena and Sligo, one death. : 


Diarrua@at Disrases.—The deaths under this heading include 27 deaths of children under 2 
years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis for Belfast, 4 for Cork, 3 for Waterford and 2 for Limerick.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are givenin Table I] The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 23-7 and 25-0; Dublin Registration Area, 26-8 and 24-6; Dublin City, 
29°5 and 27-4; Belfast, 26-6 and 32-7; Cork, 24-5 and 22-4; Londonderry, 10-7 and 12-8; Limerick, 
21°7 and 17°6; and Waterford, 7°6 and 9°5. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-7 per 1,000. Among the 211 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 2 from 
diarrheal diseases, 21 from infiuenza, and 57 from pneumonia. The 36 deaths from all causes for 
Cork include one from whooping-cough. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes for Waterford are 
from whooping-cough. One of the 5 deaths from all causes for Lurgan is from influenza. The only 
death registered for Newry is from influenza; and one of the 2 deaths recorded for Kilkenny is 
from diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 256—129 boys 
and 127 girls—and the deaths to 222—119 males and 103 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26-8 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the fourteen weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 20.1 and was. 
5-2 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate for all 
deaths registered during the fourteen weeks was 21-6, and for the corresponding period of the preceding 
ten years 26-9. 

Of the 213 deaths appertaining to the Area one is from paratyphoid, 7 are from measles, 13 
from whooping-cough, 4 from diarrhea! diseases, 5 from influenza, and one from cerebro-spinal fever. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from enteric fever were one, 0, and 0; deaths from measles were 
3, 11, and 3; deaths from whooping-cough 9, 10, and 10 ; deaths from diarrhceal diseases 3, 0, and 2; 
and deaths from influenza 0, 2, and 3. 

There were 27 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 21 from broncho-pneumonia, and 6 from 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 25 deaths (including 19 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 5 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and one from renal tuberculosis) as against 26, 23, and 22 in the three weeks 
preceding. 

Six deaths were caused by cancer, 16 by organic diseases of the heart, and 36 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 3 were due to measles, 3 to whooping-cough, one 
to pulmonary tuberculosis, one to venereal disease, 3 to convulsions, 13 to bronchitis, 9 to broncho- 
pneumonia, one to pulmonary congestion, 3 to diarrhcea and enteritis, 2 to congenital malformation, 
6 to premature birth, and 6 to congenital debility.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are givenin Table IT. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 19-0 and 20-0; Dublin Registration Area, 21:5 and 23-0; Dublin City, 
23°9 and 23-8; Belfast. 15-7 and 18:4; Cork, 19-7 and 18:5; Londonderry, 26-1 and 21:3; Limerick, 
24°4 and 21-3; and Waterford, 22-8 and 17°6. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-3 per 1,000. Among the 124 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, one from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 7 from 
diarrhceal diseases, 3 from influenza, 5 from pneumonia, and 2 from cerebro-spinal meningitis. The 
29 deaths from all causes for Cork include 4 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, and 3 from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. (ne of the 22 deaths from all causes for London- 
derry was due to measles, and one to diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. Of the 12 
deaths from all causes for Waterford one is from influenza. Included among the 3 deaths recorded 
for Drogheda is one from whooping-cough, and one of the 4 deaths from all causes for Tralee was 
also due to this disease. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 267—148 boys 
and 119 girls—and the deaths to 182—91 males and 91 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21-5 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21-7 and 
was 2-7 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate for 
all deaths registered during the twenty weeks was 23-4, and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 26-0. 

Of the 171 deaths appertaining to the Area one was from typhus, 6 were from measles, 15 from 
whooping-cough, 2 from influenza, and 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from typhus were 0, one and 0; deaths from measles were 7, 4, 
and 11; deaths from whooping-cough 13, 14, and 10; deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years 3, 9, and one; and deaths from influenza 4, 3, and one. 

There were 18 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 8 from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar 
pneumonia, and 7 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 22 deaths (including 18 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 3 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 28, 17, and 20 in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Fourteen deaths were caused by cancer, 11 by organic diseases of the heart, and 21 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to measles, 7 were due to whooping- 
cough, 2 to pulmonary tuberculosis, one to venereal disease, 2 to convulsions, 4 to bronchitis, 2 
to broncho-pneumonia, 3 to pneumonia, 6 to premature birth, and 9 to congenital debility. 

Of 3 deaths attributed to accidental violence, one was caused by drinking hydrochloric acid. | 

Seventy-two of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 44 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month 
old, and 38 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 30 were 70 years of age or over, 

Of the 171 deaths recorded, 70 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson. M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 22nd May. 
From this Report it appears that of 65 cases notified, 22 were scarlet fever, 19 diphtheria, 10 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 7 other forms of tuberculosis, 3 dysentery, one ophthalmia neonatorum, one erysipelas, 
one puerperal fever, and one acute primary pneumonia. Among the 498 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 215 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 8 other forms of tuberculosis, 99 of 
scarlet fever, 82 of diphtheria, 41 of venereal-disease, 21 of measles, 5 of erysipelas, 2 of acute influenzal 
pneumonia, 2 of chicken-pox, 2 of puerperal fever, one of small-pox, and one of whooping-cough.

From this Report it appears that of 56 cases notified, 12 were pulmonary tuberculosis, 12 other forms 
of tuberculosis, 11 diphtheria, 11 scarlet fever, 4 acute primary pneumonia, 2 erysipelas, 2 ophthalmia 
neonatorum, one malaria, and one acute influenzal pneumonia. Among the 490 cases of infectious diseases 
in hospital at the close of the week were 217 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 8 other forms of tuberculosis, 
95 of scarlet fever, 78 of diphtheria, 38 of venereal disease, 24 of measles, 4 of erysipelas, 2 of ophthalmia 
neonatorum, 2 of acute influenzal pneumonia, 2 of chicken-pox, 2 of puerperal fever, one of small-pox, 
and one of whooping-cough.

The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :—- 

Nineteen Town Districts, 16-3 and 17-6 ; Dublin Registration Area, 18-7 and 20-0 ; Dublin City, 
21-0 and 21-1; Belfast, 14-6 and 15-7 ; Cork, 16-3 and 18-2 ; Londonderry, 14:2 and 16-6 ; Limerick, 
21-7 and 21-7 ; and Waterford, 17-1 and 17-1. . ae 

The deaths * from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1:9 per 1,000. Among the 116 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 2 from enteric fever, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 5 from diarrhoeal diseases, 
one from influenza, and one from cerebro-spinal meningitis. The 24 deaths. from all causes for 
Cork include 2 from whooping-cough.and one from diphtheria. -Four of the 12-deaths from all 
causes for Londonderry were due to measles. Of the 16 deaths from ail causes for Limerick one 
is from measles. Of the 6 deaths from all causes for Lisburn one is from whooping-cough. and 
one of the 7 deaths from all causes for Wexford was also due to this disease. . i. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 286—129 boys 
and 157 girls—and the deaths to 162—81 males and 81 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 13) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18-7 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty-two weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21-4 and 
was 2:5 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate for 
all deaths registered during the twenty-two weeks was 23-1, and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 25:5. . 

Of the 149 deaths appertaining to the Area, 3 were from measles, one from scarlet fever, 11 from 
whooping-cough, 3 from influenza, one from dysentery, and 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from measles were 11,6, and 7; deaths from whooping-cough 
10, 15, and 12 ; deaths from influenza one, 2, and 4; deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years one, 2, and 6. .There were no deaths registered from scarlet fever or dysentery in the 
three preceding weeks. 

There were 15 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 8 from broncho-pneumonia, 4 from lobar 
pneumonia, and 3 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). . 

Tuberculous disease caused 19 deaths (including 17 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 2 from 
abdominal tuberculosis) as against 20, 22, and £2 in the three weeks preceding. . 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, 15 by organic diseases of the heart, and 19 by bronchitis. 

‘Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to measles, 6 were due to whooping- 
cough, 3 to venereal disease, one to simple meningitis, one to convulsions, 3 to bronchitis, 3 to 
broncho-pneumonia, one to pneumonia, 3 to diarrhoea and enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 
4 to premature birth, and 6 to congenital debility. 

Fifty-three of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 35 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month 
old, and 38 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 26 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 149 deaths recorded, 52 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 147 and 16-7; Dublin Registration Area, 16-2 and 18-9; Dublin City 
184 and 207; Belfast, 13-8 and 149; Cork, 11:6 and 160; Londonderry, 13:0 and 169; Limerick, 
19-0 and 19°6; and Waterford, 17-1 and 17 6. 

The deaths * from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-6 per 1,000. Among the 109 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping-cough, one from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 
2 years, one from influenza, and one from epidemic encephalitis. The 17 deaths from all causes fer 
Cork include one from diphtheria. One of the 11 deaths from all causes for Londonderry was due 
to measles. Ot the 9 deaths from all causes for Waterford there was. one from each of whooping- 
cough and diphtheria. Of the 6 deaths from all causes for Wexford one is from whooping-cough. 
One of the 4 deaths from all causes for Ballymena was from measles, and of the 6 deaths from all 
causes for Sligo one was from whooping-cough.

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 260—134 
boys and 126 girls—and the deaths to 1389-63 males and 76 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 10) ct persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 16-2 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty-three weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21:2 
and was 2 4 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the twenty-three weeks was 229, and for the corresponding period 
of the preceding ten years 25:2. 

Of the 129 deaths appertaining to the Area, one was from enteric fever, one from typhus, 
5 were from measles, one from scarlet fever, 10 from wheoping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 4 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from typhus were one, 0 and 0; deaths from measles were 
6, 7, and 3; deaths from scarlet fever were 0, 0, and one ; deaths from whooping-cough 15, 12, and 
11; deaths from diphtheria 0, 2, and 0; deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 





2, 6, and 3. There were no deaths registered from enteric fever in the three preceding weeks. 


There were 7 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 2 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 16 deaths (including 9 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from tuber- 
culous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 22, 22, and 19 in’ the 
three weeks preceding. | 

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, 12 by organic diseases of the heart, and 9 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to measles, 3 to whooping-cough, one 
to croup, one to erysipelas, one to venereal disease, 3 to convulsions, one to bronchitis, one to 
broncho-pneumonia, one, to pneumonia, 4 to diarrhoa and enteritis, 2 to congenital malformations, 
6 to premature birth, and one to congenital debility. 

Forty-five of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 


children under 5 years of age, 27 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month 


old, and 32 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 27 were 70 years of age 
or over.

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 16) cf persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 14-6 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty-five weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 20-8 
and was 2°3 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19.

Two deaths were caused by cancer, 11 by organic diseases of the heart and 7 by bronchitis. 

There were. five accidental deaths, 2 being of children under 5 years of age, from burns. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to whooping-cough, one to pulmonary 
tuberculosis, one to venereal disease, 3 to convulsions, 2 to broncho-pneumonia, one to 
pulmonary congestion, 2 to diarrhoza and enteritis, one to congenital malformations, 8 to premature 
birth, and 4 to congenital debility. pet 

Forty-one of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 26 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under one month 
old, and 23 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 19 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 116 deaths recorded, 52 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Brrrtus.—lIn the Dublin Registration Area, which consists 
of the city of Dublin, and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Kingstown, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 3rd July, 1920, 
3,356 births—1,756 boys and 1,600 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 32:3 in every 1,000 of 
the population. 


The number of births recorded for the city was 2,825, equivalent to an annual rate of 35-5 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named above, 531, equal to an annual 
rate of 21-9 in every 1,000 of the population. 


During the same period the births in London were equivalent to an annual rate of 28:3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 31-5 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 25-7 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (183) referred to localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the deaths for the Area, numbering 2,211, were equivalent to an annual rate of 21-3 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 
20-4. The total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
2 394—1,218 males and 1,176 females—affording an annual ratio of 23-1 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as compared with 21-9 per 1,000 for the second quarter of the ten years, 1910-1919. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants * of the North City districts registered last quarter was 969, 
representing an annual mortality of 23-2 in every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in the 
South City districts was 828, equivalent to a rate of 21-9 per 1,000. For the urban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 414, being equal to an annual death-rate of 17-1 in every 1,000. 


* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the respective 
districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities from which the 
_ deceased persons were admitted. 
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The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to an annual 
rate of mortality of 12-5 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow the death-rate was 16:4 
per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the annual rate was 13-3 per 1,000. 


CAUSES OF DEATH IN DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases * registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area duiing last quarter was 300, being equal to an annual rate of 2-89 per 1,000 of the population. 


ENTERIC FEVER.—Three deaths were registered, as compared with 2 in the preceding quarterly 
period. , . 


TypHus.—There were 3 deaths from typhus registered. 


SMALL-Pox.—There was no record of mortality from small-pox, neither was there any report 
of the incidence of the disease. 


MEASLES.—Deaths from measles, which were 26 in the preceding period,rose to 86 in the June 
quarter; this number represents an annual death rate of 0-8 per 1,000 of the population of the 
area. Nine of the deaths were of non-residents. 


SCARLET FEVER.—Seven deaths from scarlet fever were registered, as compared with 4, 12, 
and 8 in each of the 3 preceding periods. Of the 7 deaths, 3 were deaths of non-residents. 


WuHooPinc-CoucH.—The mortality from whooping-cough was represented by 137 deaths, 
which were equivalent to an annual rate of 1-3 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the area. 
In the 3 preceding periods such deaths numbered 0, 10, and 60 respectively. 


DIPHTHERIA.—There was a decline in the number of deaths from diphtheria from 16 in the 
March period to 13 in the period under notice; in the September and December periods of 1919, 
the deaths from diphtheria were 6 and 15 respectively. Three of the deaths for the June quarter 
were those of non-1esidents. 


DYSENTERY.—T'wo deaths were recorded. 


DIARRH@AL DisEASES.—Of deaths classified under this heading, 45 were of infants under 2 
yeais of age, one of which was of a child from without the area. In the 3 preceding quarters, deaths 
from diarrhceal diseases numbered 185, 68, and 30 respectively. 


INFLUENZA.—In addition to the 36 deaths of residents, there were 14 deaths of persons not 
belonging to the aiea, In each of the 3 periods preceding, deaths from influenza were 13, 13, and 
28; and in the June quarter of 1919, the number registered was 155. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL FEVER.—Two deaths were registered. 


TUBERCULOSIS.—Altogether, 287 deaths, including 30 deaths of non-residents, were attributed 
to tuberculosis; of the total, 219 deaths were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis, and 68 by 
other forms of the disease. The rate corresponding to the total (287) is 2-8 per 1,000, and the rate 
for the deaths of residents in the area, in number 257, is 2-5 per 1,000 of the population estimated 
to the middle of the year. In the districts of North Dublin City the death rate from tuberculosis 
was 2-5 per 1,000 ; in the south Dublin districts, it was 2-9 per 1,000 ; and in the urban districts 
it was 1-8 per 1,000. 


CANCER.—The total deaths from cancer (126) include 18 of non-residents, and represent an 
annual rate of 1:21 per 1,000, compared with 1-33, 1-26 and 1-14 in each of the 3 preceding periods. 


PNEUMONIA.—There were 321 deaths from pneumonia, including 11 deaths of persons not 
belonging to the area, The total is equal to an annual rate of 3-1 per 1,000 ; in each of the 3 periods 


preceding the death-rates from pneumonia were 0-8, 1-1, and 2-3, and in the June period of 1919 
the rate was 1-9 per 1,000. 


DISEASES OF BRAIN AND NERVOUS SysTEM.—The deaths, 223 in number, represent a rate of 


2-2 per 1,000. Of the total deaths 68 were attributed to convulsions, 67 of which were of children 
under the age of 5 years. 


DISEASES OF THE CIRCULATORY SYSTEM.—Deaths ian diseases of the heart and blood-vessels 
numbered 195 and equal an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000.

BRONCHITIS.—There were 258 deaths from bronchitis; in the corresponding quarter of 1919 
such deaths numbered 228, and the average for the 5 years preceding is 226. 


CONGENITAL CONDITIONS.—The deaths of 22 infants were caused by congenital malformations, 
69 by prematurity, and 68 by congenital debility. 


VIOLENCE.—Of 47 deaths attributed to violence, 5 were due to homicide, 4 to suicide, 7 to 
gun-shot wounds, 5 to burns and scalds {of this figure, 3 were deaths of children under 5 years of 
age), 5 to vehicles and horses, 3 to drowning, and two to poisons, namely, alcohol, and hydrochloric 
acid.

In 54 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 54 cases, 29 (or 53-7 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 
Of the deaths of 177 infants under one month old registered, there were 19 (or 10-7 per cent.) regarding 
which the cause was uncertified. 


From Table III., page 260/, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality 
from the principal epidemic diseases} in the Dublin Registration Area was 2-7 per 1,000, that in the 
City it was 3-2, and in the urban districts 1-2, the rates for the several districts varying from 0°0 in 
Kingstown to 4:1 in North City No. 3, the 208 deaths from all causes for that district including one 
from enteric fever, 6 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 19 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 
and 6 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 


OccuPATIONS.—In Table IV., page 260g, it will be observed that the deaths in families of the 
“‘ Professional and Independent Class’ were equal to an annual rate of 21-3 per 1,000 of the persons 
in that class according to the Census of 1911; the rate for the ‘‘ Middle Class’ was 17-1 per 1,000 ; 
among the “‘ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 19-0 ; and in the “ General Service Class ” 
it was 24-1. 


AcEs.—Of the 2,394 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
during the quarter, 884 were under 5 years of age, including 537 infants under one year of age, the latter 
representing a rate of 160 per 1,000 births registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of 
age is equal to an annual mortality of 86-4 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 5-4 per 
1,000 persons at that age-period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 7-4 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 23-5 per 
1,000 of the population at that age-period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 
45 the rate was 9-7; for those between 45 and 65 it was 29-8 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 68-0, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death-rate was 171-0 per 
1,000. The deaths of 9 persons (5 males and 4 females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic Instrrutions.—Of the 2,394 deaths recorded during the quarter, 985, or 41-1 per cent. 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 627 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums ; 347 
in the Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 11 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin Registra- 
tion Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


WEATHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 51-2°. At Greenwich it was 
563°; at Glasgow, 510°; and at Edinburgh, 49-6°. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 7-48 inches; at Greenwich it was 
5:04 inches; at Glasgow, 9°38 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 5-95 inches,

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NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table II., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
19-0 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in 
order from the lowest to the highest :—Clonmel, 9-0 ; Dundalk,11-3 ; Tralee, 12-8 ; Lurgan, 14-7; 
Kilkenny, 15:2; Lisburn, 15-8; Sligo, 158; Waterford, 16-2; Galway, 16-6; Drogheda, 17:3 ; 
Portadown, 17-4; Londonderry, 17-7; Cork; 18-1; Limerick, 18-5 ; Belfast, 18-5; Ballymena, 18-6 ; 
Wexford, 19-4; Newry, 20-1; and Dublin Registration Area, 213 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 19 districts 
is 1-7 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in Clonmel to 2-1 in Wexford, the 56 
deaths from all causes in that district, including 5 from whooping-cough and one from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of a child under 2 years. The 1,909 deaths from all causes for Belfast include 4 from enteric 
fever, 2 from typhus, 12 from measles, 14 from scarlet fever, 27 from whooping-cough, 10 from diphtheria, 
87 from influenza, 47 from diarrhoeal diseases, 3 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 231 from pneumonia. 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the p1incipal epidemic diseases* in the eighteen 
provincial urban districts already named, and Tables II. and V. give in detail the results of the regis- 
tration for the quarter :— 


ENTERIC FEVER.— Four deaths were recorded for Belfast and one for each of Galway and Dundalk. 


TypHus.—Two deaths were registered for Belfast and one for Tralee. 
SMALL-Pox.—No case of this disease was repoited. 


MerASLES.—For Belfast’ 12 deaths were recorded, for Londonderry 11, for Portadown 4, for 
Newry 3, and for Limerick 2. For Lisburn and Ballymena one death each was registered. 


SCARLET FEVER.—Fourteen deaths from this cause were recorded for Belfast. There were no 
deaths from scarlet fever in any of the other provincial urban districts. 


WHOOPING-COUGH.—For Belfast 27 deaths were registered, for Cork 14 deaths, for Waterford 
7 deaths, for each of Drogheda and Wexford 5 deaths, and fo1 Limerick, Lisburn, Newry, Sligo, and 
Tralee, one death each. 


DIPHTHERIA.—The deaths from this cause comprise 10 for Belfast, 10 for Cork, 3 for Limerick, 
2 for Kilkenny, and one for each of Londonderry, Waterford, Galway, and Portadown. 


INFLUENZA.—For Belfast 87 deaths were recorded, for each of Waterford and Newry 4 deaths, for 
each of Dundalk and Portadown 2 deaths, and for Cork, Londonderry, Lurgan, Drogheda, Lisburn, 
and Ballymena, one death each. 


DIARRHGAL DISEASES.—The deaths under this heading include 40 of children under 2 years of 
age for Belfast, 8 for Cork, 5 for Waterford, and 3 for each of Ballymena and Tralee. 


___ PuLmMonary TuBERCULOSIS.—The annual death-rate from pulmonary tuberculosis for the 19 towns 
in the aggregate was 2-07 pei 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it 
was 1-93 per 1,000 ; for Belfast county borough 2.07 per 1,000, and for the urban districts collectively 
(not including Dublin Registration Area and Belfast) it was 2-2

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteex Town Districts, 13-7 and 14°38; Dublin Registration Area, 142 and 14:8 ; Dublin City, 
14:4 and 15°2 ; Belfast, 13:1 and 13-4 ; Cork, 10-9 and 15-3 ; Londonderry, 22°5 and 17°5 ; Limerick, 
10°8 and 15°6 ; and Waterford, 19:0 and 15-7. 

The deaths * from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-1 per 1,000. Among the 104 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from enteric fever, 2 from whooping-cough, and 6 from diarrhoeal diseases. The 19 deaths 
from all causes for Londonderry include one from scarlet fever. ‘T'wo of the 8 deaths recorded for 
Limerick were due to measles, and of the 7 deaths from all causes for Tralee one was from 


whooping-cough. 
DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 232—109 
boys and 123 girls—and the deaths to 124—65 males and 59 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality ot 14:2 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty-seven weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 20°3 
and was 2:3 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 
tor all deaths registered during the twenty-seven weeks was 21-9 and for the corresponding period 
of the preceding ten years 24-2. 

Included in the 113 deaths appertaining to the Area are 3 from measles, 5 from whooping-cough, 
and 38 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from measles were 0, one, and 2; deaths from whooping-cough 
were 7, 4, and 2; and deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years 4, 2, and 38. 

There were 7 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 5 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia, and one from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 21 deaths (including 11 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 9 from other forms of tuberculosis) as against 16, 16, and 10 in the three 
weeks preceding. .. 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, 8 by organic diseases of the heart, and 9 by bronchitis. 

There were 2 deaths from accidental violence registered. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 4 were due to whooping-cough, 2 to disseminated 
- tuberculosis, one to venereal disease. 2 to convulsions, one to bronchitis, 2 to broncho-pneumonia, 
one to diarrhoea and enteritis, and 4 to premature birth. 

Thirty-two of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 17 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month 
old, and 26 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 17 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 113 deaths recorded, 51 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The mortality among civilians for the week ended 10th July, in 96 large English towns (including 
London in which the rate was 9-6) was equal to an average annual death rate of 9:9 per 1,000 of the 
estimated civil population, 

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 12-1 per 1,000 persons living, He 
rate for Glasgow being 10:6, and for Edinburgh 12°8. 

InFrectious DisEAsES IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
10th July. From this Report it appears that of 69 cases notified, 25 were scarlet fever, 23 diphtheria, 
5 pulmonary tuberculosis, 7 other forms of tuberculosis, 38 erysipelas, 2. chicken-pox, 
2 acute primary pneumonia, one malaria, and one dysentery. .Among the 534 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 220 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 6 other forms of 
tuberculosis, 129 of scarlet fever, 106 of diphtheria, 82 of venereal disease, 16 of measles, 4 of 
erysipelas, 2 of chicken pox, one of enteric: fever, one of whooping-cough, and one of cerebro-spinal

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 14-4 and 14°0; Dublin Registration Area, 15°7 and 144; Dublin City, 
18'0 and 15-2 ; Belfast, 11-9 and 12:8 ; Cork, 17-0 and 14°38 ; Londonderry, 10°7 and 16°3 ; Limerick, 
23:0 and 16:2; and Waterford, 7-6 and 16-1. 

The deaths * from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-9 per 1,000. Among the 94 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 2 from enteric fever, one from scarlet fever, and 2 from diarrhceal diseases. Included in the 17 ° 
deaths from all causes for Limerick are 2 from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 247—127 
boys and 120 girls—and the deaths to 185—66 males and 69 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15-7 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty-eight weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 20-1 
and was 2:4 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 
tor all deaths registered during the twenty-eight weeks was 21-7 and for the corresponding period 
of the preceding ten years 24:0. 

Included in the 125 deaths appertaining to the Area are 2 from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, 
2 from diphtheria, and 4 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the 8 preceding weeks, deaths from measles were one, 2, and 3; deaths from whooping-cough 
were 4, 2, and 5; deaths from diphtheria one, one, and 0; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years 2, 3, and 38. 

There were 8 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 2 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia, and 5 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 26 deaths (including 20 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 6 from 
other forms of tuberculosis) as against 16, 10, and 21 in the three weeks preceding. 

Five deaths were caused by cancer, 11 by organic diseases of the heart, and 11 by bronchitis. 

There were 3 deaths from accidental violence registered. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to measles, one to pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 3 to disseminated tuberculosis, 7 to convulsions, 2 to bronchitis, 2 to broncho- 
pneumonia, 2 to pneumonia, 3 to diarrhea and enteritis, 2 to premature birth and 3 to congenital 
debility. 

Thirty-nine of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 27 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month 
old, and 32 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 24 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 125 deaths recorded, 60 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 17th July, in 96 large English towns ( including 
London in which the rate was 10-1) was equal to an average annual death rate of 9-9 per 1,000 of the 
estimated civil population. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
17th July. From this Report it appears that of 80 cases notified, 19 were diphtheria, 18 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 8 other forms of tuberculosis, 16 scarlet fever, 9 chicken-pox, 4 erysipelas, 4 malaria, 
one puerperal fever and one cerebro-spinal fever. Among the 525 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 222 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 6 other forms of tuberculosis, 
127 of scarlet fever, 105 of diphtheria, 29 of venerea! disease, 11 of measles, 5 of erysipelas, 8 of 
whooping-cough, one of enteric fever, and one of cerebro-spinal fever.

Nineteen Town Districts, 12°7 and 13°6 ; Dublin Registration Area, 12°8 and 14:0; Dublin City, 
13°4 and 14°8 ; Belfast, 11-6 and 12:3; Cork, 15-0 and 14°8 ; Londonderry, 142 and 18-9 ; Limerick, 
9°5 and 15:6; and Waterford, 24-7 and 17°6.

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 13) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 12-8 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty-nine weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 19-8 
and was 2:4 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate: 
tor all deaths registered during the twenty-nine weeks was 21-5 and for the corresponding period 
of the preceding ten years 23:8. 

Included in the 102 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from measles, 3 from whooping- 
cough, one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years and one from influenza.

The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18-1 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the thirty-two weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 19-2 
and was 2:5 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 
tor all deaths registered during the thirty-two weeks was 20-8 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 23-2. 

Included in the 104 deaths appertaining to the Area are 2 from diphtheria, 3 from 
diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from diphtheria were 0, 0, and 1, deaths trom diarrhea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years one, 3, and 3, and deaths from influenza one, 2, and 0. 

There were 6 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 2 from broncho-pneumonia and 4 from 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 18 deaths (including 15 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and one from disseminated tuberculosis) as against 12, 18, and 16 in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, 3 by simple meningitis, 12 by organic diseases of the heart, 
and 8 by bronchitis.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
14th August. From this Report it appears that of 64 cases notified, 18 were diphtheria, 17 scarlet 
fever, 8 pulmonary tuberculosis, 5 other forms of tuberculosis, 7 erysipelas, 6 chicken-pox, 2 malaria, 
and one puerperal fever. Among the 484 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the 
week were 232 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 6 other forms of tuberculosis, 98 of scarlet fever, 68 of 
diphtheria, 35 of venereal disease, 12 of erysipelas, 10 of measles, 5 of chicken-pox, 8 of whooping- 
cough one of puerperal fever and one of enteric fever.

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 190—91 
boys and. 99 girls—-and the deaths to 141—71 males and 70 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 19) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15:3 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the thirty-four weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 18-9 
and was 2°5 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 


tor all deaths registered during the thirty-four weeks was 20:5 and for the corresponding period of 


the preceding ten years 22:9. 

Included in the 122 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from enteric fever, 2 from 
whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and 5 from diarrhoeal diseases. 

In the 8 preceding weeks, deaths {rom enteric iever were one, 0, and 0, deaths from whooping- 
cough were 4, 0, and one, deaths from diphtheria one, 2, and 0, and deaths from diarrhoeal diseases 
8, 3, and 5. , 

There were 2 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, 

Tuberculous disease caused 26 deaths (including 19 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of tuberculosis) as against 16, 18, and 27 in the 
three weeks preceding. i 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, 16 by organic diseases of the heart, and 12 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to whooping-cough, one to venereal 
disease, 2 to convulsions, one to bronchitis, 4 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 8 to premature birth, 
and 8 to congenital debility. 


Twenty-one of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 


children under 5 years of age, 16 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month 
old, and 37 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 28 were 70 years of age 


or over.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
28th August. From this Report it appears that of 65 cases notified, 26 were scarlet fever, 9 
diphtheria, 9 pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 other forms of tuberculosis, 8 erysipelas, 5 chicken-pox, 
2 ophthalmia neonatorum, one malaria, one dysentery, one acute primary pneumonia, and one 
puerperal fever. Among the 458 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week 
were 207 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 7 other forms of tuberculosis, 104 of scarlet fever, 64 of 
diphtheria, 88 of venerea} disease, 10 of erysipelas, '7 of measles, 4 of chicken-pox, 3 of whooping- 
cough, and one of puerperal fever.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 13°1 and 12:8; Dublin Registration Area, 13-7 and 13°8; Dublin City, 
141 and 141; Belfast, 12-2 and 11:9; Cork, 19°7 and 12-6 ; Londonderry, 13:0 and 13:0; Limerick, 
14°9 and 13:5; and Waterford, 7:6 and 13:8. 

The deaths * from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000. Among the 97 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from enteric fever, one from scarlet fever, and 8 from diarrhea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years. The 29 deaths from all causes for Cork include 2 from diphtheria and one from 
influenza, and of the 11 deaths from all causes for Limerick, one is from measles and one from 


diphtheria. 
DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 248—126 
boys and 122 girls—-and the deaths to 120—62 males and 58 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 13-7 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the thirty-five weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 18°8 
and was 2°6 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 
tor all deaths registered during the thirty-five weeks was 20-4 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22:8. 

Included in the 109 deaths appertaining to the Area are 8 from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years, and one from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 

In the 8 preceding weeks, deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 
3, 5, and 4.

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to disseminated tuberculosis, 2 to 
venereal disease, one to convulsions, 2 to bronchitis, 3 to broncho-pneumonia, one to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, and 3 to to premature birth. 5 

Seventeen of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 18 being infants under one year, of whom 4 were under one month 
old, and 35 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 27 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 109 deaths recorded, 48 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 14-1 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the thirty-six weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 18-7 
and was 2-6 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the thirty-six weeks was 20-2 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22-7. 

Included in the 112 deaths appertaining to the Area are 17 from diarrhea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years, and one from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths {rom diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 
5, 4, and 3. No death from influenza was registered in the preceding 3 weeks.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 13-6 and 13-6; Dublin Registration Area, 13°4 and 14-1; Dublin City, 
13°'4 and 146; Belfast, 14-4 and 14-5 ; Cork, 143 and 13-6; Londonderry, 14°2 and 11:8; Limerick, 
12°2 and 12-2 ; and Waterford, 7-6 and 10:0. 

The deaths * from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-7 per 1,000. Among the 114 deaths from all causes for Belfast 


-are one from enteric fever, 3 from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, one from dysentery, and 9 from 


diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years. The 21 deaths from all causes for Cork include 
3 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 yeers; of the 12 deaths from all causes for 
Londonderry, one is from measles, and 2 of the 9 deaths from all causes for Limerick are from 
diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 215—110 
boys and 105 girls—and the deaths to 123—69 males and 54 females.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are given in Table II. The 


_ deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 


weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 14:9 and 14-6; Dublin Registration Area, 17:5 and 15-2; Dublin City, 
179 and 16-2; Belfast, 13-0 and 15-3; Cork, 15-6 and 13-9; Londonderry, 21°3 and 12:7; Limerick, 
16:2 and 14:9; and Waterford, 19-0 and 14°3 

The deaths * from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 19 town districts during last week 


_ were equal to an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,000. Among the 103 deaths from all causes for Belfast 


are one from scarlet fever, and 5 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. . The 23 
deaths from all causes for Cork include one from diphtheria, and one from influenza, and one of 
the 6 deaths from all causes for Galway is from diphtheria 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 209—122 
boys and 87 girls—-and the deaths to 146—71 males and 75 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality ot 17-5 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the thirty-nine weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 18:4 
and was 2-7 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the thirty-nine weeks was 20-0 and for the corresponding pericd of 


_ the preceding ten years 22-5. 


Included in the 139 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from whooping-cough, 16 from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from whooping-cough were 0, 3 and 3; deaths from diarrhoea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years were 17, 12, and 22%; and deaths from influenza one, one; 
and one. 

There were 10 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 6 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia, and 3 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 15 deaths (including 12 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis and 2 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 16, 18, and 12 in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, 11 by organic diseases of the heart, and 10 by bronchitis, 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to whooping-cough, one to disseminated 
tuberculosis, 4 to convulsions, 3 to bronchitis, 4 to broncho-pneumoaia, 16 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 
4 to premature birth, and 7 to congenital debility. 

One accidental death was registered, and there was one case of homicide. 

Forty-six of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 41 being infants under one year, of whom 12 were under one month 
old, and 33 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 26 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 139 deaths recorded, 88 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 

Details regarding deaths by diseases and ages in the Dublin Registration Area and its component 
parts will be found in Tables III. and IV.

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 2nd October in 96 large English towns (includ- 
ing London in which the rate was 10°3) was equal to an average annual death rate of 11°0 per 1,000 
of the estimated civil population. 

The average ceath rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 12°1 per 1,000 persons living, 
the rate for Glasgow being 12°5, and for Edinburgh 11:0. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
2nd October. From this Report it appears that of 78 cases notified, 832 were scarlet fever, 15 
diphtheria, 12 pulmonary tuberculosis, 8 other forms of tuberculosis, 6 chicken-pox, 6 erysipelas, 
one puerperal fever, one ophthalmia neonatorum, one dysentery, and one acute influenzal pneumonia. 
Among the 559 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 210 of 
pulmonary tuberculosis, 7 other forms of tuberculosis, 187 of scarlet fever, £0 of diphtheria, 2 
of venereai disease, 11 of erysipelas, 3 of chicken-pox, 2 of puerperal fever, 2 of whooping-cough, : 
one of enteric fever, one of ophthalmia neonatorum, and one of dysentery.

From this it appears that the cases admitted to hospital during the week and the cases under treat- 
ment at its close, respectively, were as follows: Enteric fever 12 and 32; measles 2 and 5; scarlet 
fever 12 and 44,* and diphtheria 8 and 29. Five cases of pneumonia were admitted during the week 
and 17 remained under treatment at its close. Of the deaths in hospital during the week one was 
from each of diphtheria and pneumonia. .

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Birtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists 
of the city of Dublin, and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Kingstown, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 2nd October, 1920, 
2,879 births—i,447 boys and 1,432 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 27-7 in every 1,000 of 
the population. 


The number of births recorded for the city was 2,378, equivalent to an annual rate of 29-9 in 
every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named above, 501, equal to an annual 
tate of 20-7 in every 1,000 of the population. 


During the same period the births in London were equivalent to an annual rate of 25-1 per 1,000 
of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 26-9 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 22-4 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (152) referred to localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,478, were equivalent to an annual rate of 14-2 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 
i7-5. The total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
1,630—825 males and 805 females—affording an annual ratio of 15-7 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as compared with 18-5 per 1,000 for the third quarter of the ten years, 1910-1919. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants * of the North City districts registered last quarter was 632, 
representing an annual mortality of 15-1 in every 1,000 of the population; and the number in the 
South City districts was 561, equivalent to a rate of 14-8 per 1,000. For the urban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 285, being equal to an annual death-rate of 11-8 in every 1,000. 


* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the respective 
districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities from which the 
.eceased persons were admitted, 
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The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to an annual 
rate of mortality of 9-6 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow the death-rate was 11:8 
per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the annual rate was 10-5 per 1,000. 


CAUSES OF DEATH IN DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases * registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during last quarter was 156, being equal to an annual rate of 1-50 per 1,000 of the population. 


ENTERIC FEVER.—There were 3 deaths from this cause, as compared with 3 in the preceding 
quarter. Of 74 cases of the disease under treatment in Dublin hospitals, 41 were discharged, one 
died, and 32 remained under treatment at the close of the quarter. 


TypuHus.—No death from typhus was recorded. 
SMALL POX.—There was no mortality from this disease. 


MEASLES.—Only 7 deaths from measles were registered, as compared with 86 in the preceding 
quarter, and an average of 8 for the third quarter of the five years, 1915-19. 


SCARLET FEVER.—Two deaths were caused by this disease, as compared with an average of 5 
for the third quarter of the five years preceding. ‘The cases of scarlet fever admitted to hospital 
during the quarter numbered 99; the number discharged amounted to 94, there was one death, 
and 44 + remained under treatment at theend of the quarter, as compared with40 at the close of the 
preceding quart er. 


Wxooprpinc-Coucu.—The fatal cases of whooping-cough numbered 29, as compared with 10, 
60, and 137 in the three preceding quarters and an average of 15 for the third quarter of the five years 
preceding. 


DIPHTHERIA.—There were 10 deaths from this cause, the deaths in the three quarters preceding 
numbering 15, 16, and 13, respectively, the average for the third quarter of the five years, 1915-19, 
being 8. Of 145 cases of the disease under treatment in hospital, 103 were discharged and 29 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the quarter. 


DYSENTERY.—Four deaths were ascribed to this cause. 


DIARRHG@AL DISEASES.—Among deaths from these diseases, 98 deaths of children under 2 years 
of age were attributed to diarrhcea and enteritis, as compared with an ayerage of 180 for the third 
quarter of the five years preceding. 


INFLUENZA.—This disease caused 8 deaths, as compared with an average of 55 for the third 
quarter of the 5 years, 1915-19. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL FEVER.—JIwo deaths from this cause were recorded. 


TUBERCULOSIS.— There were 265 deaths from tuberculous disease registered during the quarter, 
this number being equivalent to an annual rate of 2:55 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The 
265 deaths are 39 under the average (304) for the third quarter of the five years preceding. 

They include 198 deaths assigned to pulmonary tuberculosis, 18 to tuberculous meningitis, 12 to 
abdominal tuberculosis, and 37 to other forms of the disease. 

The annual rate per 1,000 of the population represented by deaths from tuberculous disease 
appertaining to the Registration Area was 2°34, for the city the rate was 2:53 (North City districts, 
2°59; and South City districts, 2-46), and for the urban districts the mortality from tuberculous 
disease was 1:74 per 1,000. 


CANCER.— Deaths from cancer during the quarter numbered 126, affording an annual rate of 
1:21 per 1,000 of the population, the corresponding rates for the three occ quarters being 
1-26, 1-14, and 1-21 , respectively. 


PNEUMONIA.—There were 82 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 43 from broncho-pneumonia, 
8 from lobar pneumonia, and 31 from pneumonia (type not distinguished), the average for the cor- 
responding quarter of the preceding five years being 105. 

The 82 deaths are equivalent to an annual rate of 0:79 per 1,000 of the population, the respective 
rates for the three quarters preceding being 1:09, 2:32, and 3-09. 


BRONCHITIS.—To this cause 121 deaths, affording an annual rate of 1-17 per 1 ,000 of the popula- 
tion, were attributed. 


The average for the third quarter of the five years, 1915-19, was 110.

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DISEASES OF BRAIN AND NERVOUS SysTEM.—Assigned to this group were 180 deaths, equivalent 
to an annual rate of 1:73 per 1,000 of the population. These deaths are 15 above the average (165) 
for the third quarter of the five years preceding. The 180 deaths include 30 deaths from convulsions, 
all being those of children under 5 years of age. 


DISEASES OF THE CIRCULATORY SySTEM.—Deaths under this heading, numbering 162, including 
131 from organic diseases of the heart, are one under the average (163), and afford an annual rate of 
1:56 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Area. 


CONGENITAL CONDITIONS.—Five deaths were caused by congenital malformations, 35 by prema- 
ture birth, and 47 by congenital debility. 


VIOLENCE.—The 48 deaths under this heading include 3 homicides and one suicide. Among 
the remaining deaths, 11 were caused by gunshot wounds, 9 by vehicles and horses, 5 by drowning, 
and 3 (children under 5 years of age) by burns or scalds.

In 34 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 34 cases, 15 (or 44-1 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 
Of the deaths of 92 infants under one month old registered, there were 9 (or 9-8 per cent.) regarding 
which the cause was uncertified. ° 


From Table III., page 390/ it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality 
from the principal epidemic diseases} in the Dublin Registration Area was 1-4 per 1,000, that in the 
City it was 1-7, and in the urban districts 0-7, the rates for the several districts varying from 04 in 
three of the districts to 3-0 in North City No. 1 East, the 131 deaths from all causes for that district 
including 2 from measles, 5 from whooping cough, one from diphtheria, one from dysentery and 14 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 


OccupAtions.—In Table IV., page 390g it will be observed that the deaths in families of the 
“* Professional and Independent Class’? were equal to an annual rate of 13-6 per 1,000 of the persons 
in that class according to the Census of 1911; the rate for the “ Middle Class” was 13:3 per 1,000 ; 
among the “ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 12-4 ; and in the “ General Service Class ” 
it was 15-5. 


AcEs.—Of the 1,630 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
during the quarter, 415 were under 5 years of age, including 319 infants under one year of age, the latter 
representing a rate of 111 per 1,000 births registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of 
age is equal to an annual mortality of 40-6 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 4-4 per 
1,000 persons at that age-period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 6-1 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 12-8 per 
1,000 of the population at that age-period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 
45 the rate was 8-4; for those between 45 and 65 it was 25-0; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 53-6, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death-rate was 113-0 per 
1,000. ‘he deaths of 8 persons (4 males and 4 females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic InstrruTrIons.—Of the 1,630 deaths recorded during the quarter, 753, or 46-2 per cent 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 497 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums ; 203: 
in the Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 3 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin Registra- 
tion Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


WEATHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean weekly tem - 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 55-3°. At Greenwich it was 
59:3°; at Glasgow, 550°; and at Edinburgh, 54-7°. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 7-99 inches ; at Greenwich it was 
8:47 inches; at Glasgow, 10-97 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 9-04 inches.

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NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table II., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
13-6 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in 
order from the lowest to the highest :—Lurgan, 8-9; Tralee, 9-7; Ballymena, 9:8; Wexford, 10-1; 
Clonmel, 10:2; Dundalk, 12-2; Kilkenny, 12:9; Belfast, 13-1; Portadown, 13-3; Cork, 13-5 : 
Waterford, 13-7; Londonderry, 13-8; Drogheda, 13-8; Sligo, 14:0; Dublin Registration Area, 
14:2; Lisburn, 14-9; Newry, 15:0; Limerick, 15-7 and Galway, 18-7. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 19 districts 
is 1-2 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in seven of the districts to 1-5 in Limerick, 
the 151 deaths from all causes for that district, including 8 from measles, onefrom whooping cough, 
one from diphtheria, 4 from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one from influenza, 
The 1,353 deaths from all causes for Belfast include 10 from enteric fever, 2 from measles, 13 from 
scarlet fever, 8 from whooping-cough, 6 from diphtheria, one from dysentery, 87 from diarrhoeal 
diseases, 2 from influenza and 77 from pneumonia. 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* in the eighteen 
provincial urban districts already named, and ‘Tables II. and V. give in detail the results of the regis- 
tration for the quarter :— 

ENTERIC FEVER.—Ten deaths were recorded for Belfast and one for each of Cork and Drogheda. 

TypHus.—One death appertained to Galway and one to Drogheda. 

SMALL-Pox.—No death from this cause was reported. 

MEASLES.—Two deaths were recorded for Belfast, 3 for Londonderry, and 8 for Limerick. 


SCARLET FEVER.—There were 13 deaths for Belfast and for Londonderry and Waterford one 
death each. 


WHOooPING-CouGH.—Of 10 deaths from this disease, 8 belonged to Belfast and one to each of 
Cork and Limerick. 


DIPHTHERIA.—Six deaths were recorded for Belfast, 9 for Cork, 2 for Londonderry and one for 
each of Limerick, Waterford and Galway. ; 


DYSENTERY.—One death from this cause was returned for Belfast. 
DIARRHG@AL DISEASES.—Deaths assigned to these causes numbered 113, and include 105 deaths 
of children under 2 years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis. Of thelater 82 appertained to Belfast, 


6 to Cork, 5 to Londonderry and 4 to Limerick. 


INFLUENZA.—For each of Belfast, Cork and Newry 2 deaths were recorded, and one death each 
for Limerick and Drogheda. 





PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.— The annual death-rate from pulmonary tuberculosis for the 19 towns 
in the aggregate was 1-59 pe1 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it 
was 1-78 per 1,000 ; for Belfast county borough 1-52 per 1,000, and for the urban districts collectively 
(not including Dublin Registration Area and Belfast) it was 1-43. ;

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 13°2 and 14-2; Dublin Registration Area, 16°3 and 15-7; Dublin City, 
17'5 and 16:6; Belfast, 11-7 and 13-6; Cork, 16°3 and 146; Londonderry, 9°5 and 13°9; Limerick, 
6°8 and 13:9; and Waterford, 17-1 and 15-7 . 

The deaths * from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-0 per 1,000. Among the 93 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 9 from diarrhceal diseases. The 24 deaths from all causes for Cork include 2 from enteric fever 
and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. Of the 8 deaths from all causes for 
Londonderry 2 are from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one of the 4 deaths 
from all causes for Lisburn is from scarlet fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 232—116 
boys and 116 girls—-and the deaths to 183774 males and 63 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality ot 16-3 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the forty weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 184 
and was 2:6 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the forty weeks was 19-9 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22-4. 

Included in the 130 deaths appertaining to the Area are 38 from whooping-cough, 4 from 
diphtheria, and 21 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from whooping-cough were 3, 3, and one; deaths from diphtheria 
0, one, and 0; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 12, 22, and 16. 

There were 6 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 5 from broncho-pneumonia and one from 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 15 deaths (including 12 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
abdominal tuberculosis, and 2 from other forms of tuberculous disea se) aS against 18, 12, and 15 in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Five deaths were caused by cancer, 18 by organic diseases of the heart, and 10 by bronchitis, 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to whooping-cough, one to pulmonary 
tuberculosis, one to abdominal tuberculosis, one to venereal disease, 3 to convulsions, 2 to bronchitis, 
2 to broncho-pneumonia, 18 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 6 to premature birth, and 4 to congenital 
debility. 

Two accidental deaths were registered. 

Fifty-three ot the deaths régistered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
ehildren under 5 years of age, 41 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month 
old, and 26 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 19 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 130 deaths recorded, 42 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 

Details regarding deaths by diseases and ages in the Dublin Registration Area and its component 
parts will be fownd in Tables III. and IV.

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 9th October in 96 large English towns (includ- 
ing London in which the rate was 10°5) was equal to an average annual death rate of 10°9 per 1,000 
of the estimated civil population. 

The average Geath-rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 12°8 per 1,000 persons living, 
the rate for Glasgow being 13:0, and for Edinburgh 13:0. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
9th October. From this Report it appears that of 99 cases notified, 87 were scarlet fever, 20 
diphtheria, 16 chicken-pox, 12 pulmonary tuberculosis, 6 erysipelas, 3 acute primary pneumonia, 
one puerperal fever, one enteric fever, one ophthalmia neonatorum, one malaria, and one 
membranous croup. Among the 579 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the 
week were 207 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 7 other forms of tuberculosis, 189 of scarlet fever, 88 
of diphtheria, 88 of venerea} disease, 11 of erysipelas, 5 of chicken-pox. 2 of puerperal fever. 
2 of enteric fever, one of whooping-cough, one of measles, one of ophthalmia neonatorum, and 
one of membranous croup.

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 20) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15-7 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the forty-one weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 18-3 
and was 2-7 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the forty-one weeks was 19-9 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22-4. 

Included in the 125 deaths appertaining to the Area are 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, one from influenza and 19 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from whooping-cough were 3, one, and 8 ; deaths from diphtheria 
one, 0, and 4; deaths from influenza cne, one, and 0, and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years 22, 16, and 21.

The deaths * from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°3 per 1,000.

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to whooping-cough, one to pulmonary 
tuberculosis, one to simple meningitis, 8 to convulsions, one to bronchitis, 2 to broncho-pneumonia, 
7% to diarrhoea and enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 7 to premature birth, and 4 to

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 15-5 and 14:0; Dublin Registration Area, 16°8 and 15-1 ; Dublin City, 
19°0 and 16°3; Belfast, 14-1 and 12-8; Cork, 9°5 and 13:4; Londonderry, 20-1 and 14°8; Limerick, 
8*1 and 12°5; and Waterford, 15:2 and 13°3. 

The deaths * from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,000. Among the 112 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 2 from scarlet fever, 8 from diphtheria, 6 from diarrhoeal diseases and one from influenza. Four 
of the-14 deaths from all causes for Cork are from diphtheria. Of the 17 deaths from all causes for 
Londonderry one 1s from scarlet fever. The 6 deaths from all causes for Galway include one from 
diphtheria, and 2 of the 9 deaths from all causes fg Sligo are from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 245—115 
boys and 130 girls—-and the deaths to 153—71 males and 82 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 19) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 16°8 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the forty-five weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 18°0 
and was 3:0 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the forty-five weeks was 19-6 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22:4. 

Included in the 134 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 3 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years, one from influenza, and one 
from cerebro-spinal meningitis. 

In the 8 preceding weeks, deaths from whooping-cough were 2, 3, and 2; deaths from diphtheria 
one, one, and 2; deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 8, 8, and 4; and deaths 
from influenza one, 0, and 0. 

There were 13 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 12 from broncho-pneumonia, and one from 
pneumonia (type not distinguished). : 

Tuberculous disease caused 28 deaths (including 22 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from tuber- 
culous meningitis and 8 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 15, 18, and 13 in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Six deaths were caused by cancer, 4 by simple meningitis, 12 by organic diseases of the heart, 
and 17 by bronchitis. ’ 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to whooping-cough, one to diphtheria, 
one to simple meningitis, one to convulsions, 3 to bronchitis, 8 to broncho-pneumonia, 3 to diarrhoea 
and enteritis, 5 to premature birth, and 2 to congenital debility. . 

There were-4 accidental deaths, including 2 of children under 5 years from burns, and there was 
one case of homicide and one of suicide. 

Thirty-eight of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 28 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month 
old, and 30 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 25 were 70 years of age 
or over.

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. — 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 13th November in 96 large English towns (includ- 
ing London in which the rate was 14:9) was equal to an average annual death rate of 13°4 per 1,000 
of the estimated civil population. 

The average death-rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 14:8 per 1,000 persons living, 
the rate for Glasgow being 15-0, and for Edinburgh 15:3. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
13th November. From this Report it appears that of 121 cases notified, 48 were scarlet fever, 21 
diphtheria, 14 chicken-pox, 7 pulmonary tuberculosis, 17 other forms of tuberculosis, 6 erysipelas, 
6 acute primary pneumonia, one cerebro-spinal fever, and one ophthalmia neonatorum. Among the 
674 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 287 of scarlet fever, 187 
of pulmonary tuberculosis, 7 other forms of tuberculosis, 119 of diphtheria, 29 of venereal disease, 
11 of erysipelas, 6 of small-pox, 4 of whooping-cough, 2 of measles, 2 of chicken-pox, one of malaria, 
one of cerebro-spinal fever, and one of enteric fever.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Dublin Registration Area, 15-7 and 16°6; Dublin City, 17-7 and 18-3; Belfast, 14°0 and 13:5; 


Cork, 20-4 and 15°6 ; Londonderry, 8-3 and 15°4; and Waterford, 17:1 and 14°7. 


Among the 111 deaths from all causes for Belfast are one from enteric fever, one from scarlet 
fever, 2 from diphtheria, 6 from diarrhoeal diseases, and one from influenza. The 30 deaths from 
all causes for Cork include one from scarlet fever, and 4 from diphtheria. Two of the 7 deaths 
from. all causes for Londonderry are from diphtheria ; of the 9 deaths from all causes for Waterford 
one is from whooping-cough, and one of the 3 deaths from all causes for Wexford is from diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 223—105 
boys and 118 ‘girls—-and the deaths to 136—70 males and 66 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15°7 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the forty-seven weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 18-0 
and was 3:0 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 
tor all deaths registered during the forty-seven weeks was 17-1 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22-4. 

Inciuded in the 125 deaths appertaining to the Area are 2 from typhus, one from whooping-cough, 
one from diphtheria, 6 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years and one from influenza. 

In the 8 preceding weeks, deaths from whooping-cough were 2, one, and 0; deaths from 
diphtheria, 2, 2, and one; deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 4, 3, and 9 ; 
and deaths from influenza 0, one, and 0. There were no deaths registered from typhus in the three 
preceding weeks. 

There were 8 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 4 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pheumonia and 8 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 12 deaths (including 7 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, one from abdominal tuberculosis, and 3 from other forms of tuberculous 
disease) as against 13, 28, and 23 in the three weeks preceding. 

Eleven deaths were caused by cancer, 12 by organic diseases of the heart, and,10 by bronchitis. 

Four deaths attributed to accidental violence were registered, 2 of these being caused by burns 
or scalds and 2 by drowning, and there were 2 cases of homicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to tuberculous meningitis, one to venereal 
disease, 6 to convulsions, 2 to broncho-pneumonia, 6 to diarrhoea and enteritis, one ‘to congenital 
malformation, 3 to premature birth, and one to congenital debility. 

Thirty-five of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 25 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month 
old, and 36 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 24 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 125 deaths recorded, 42 occurred in hospitals and otber public institutions.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts} of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Dublin Registration Area, 18:1 and 16°9; Dublin City, 19°5 and 17°6; Belfast, 14°9 and 13°8; 
Cork, 19°O0and 18°2; Londonderry, 17°8 and 15-1; and Waterford 19:0 and 18:0. 

Among the 118 deaths from all causes for Belfast, are one from enteric fever, 3 from scarlet 
fever, one from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 
2 years, and one from influenza. The 28 deaths from all causes for Cork include one from enteric 
fever, one from measles, and 2 from diphtheria. Of the 15 deaths from all causes for Londonderry, 
ene is from typhus, and one from diarrhea and enteritis of a child under 2 years; among the 10 
deaths from all causes for Waterford one is from whooping-cough, and one of the 4 deaths from all 
causes for Newry is from enteric fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the (Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 194—91 


boys and 103 girls—and the deaths to 159—76 males and 83 females. 


The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 15) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an ‘annual rate of mortality of 18°1 per 1,000 of the 
population. | During the forty-nine weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 17°9 
and was 3°1 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions. of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 
tor all deaths registered during the forty-nine weeks was 19-6 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22:4. 

Included in the 144 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from scarlet fever, 4 from diarrhea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years and 2 from influenza. 

In the 83 preceding weeks, deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years 
were 9, 6, and 4; and deaths from influenza 0, one, and one. There were no deaths registered from 
scarlet fev er in the three preceding weeks. 

There were 10 deaths’ from pneumonia, comprising 4 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia and 5 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 
® Tuberculous disease caused 27 deaths (including 22 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and one from tuberculosis of other organs) as against 23, 12, and 13, in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Six deaths were caused by cancer, 11 by organic diseases of the heart, and 22 by bronchitis. 

Three deaths attributed to accidental violence were registered, one of these having been caused 
by burns and 2 by gunshot wounds, and there were three cases of homicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to influenza, one to Ta | disease, 
2 to convulsions, 4. to bronchitis, 2 to broncho-pneumonia, 4 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 3 to premature 
birth, and 3 to congenital debility. 

Twenty-seven ot the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 21 ‘being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month 
old, and 41 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 34 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 144 deaths recorded, 57 occurred in hospitals and otber public institutions.

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ENGLAND AND, SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 11th December in 96 large English towns (includ- 
ing London in which the rate was 12°9) was equal to an average annual death rate of 12-9 per 1,000 
of the estimated civil population. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
11th December. From this Report it appears that of 124 cases notified, 49 were scarlet fever, 28 
diphtheria, 18 pulmonary tuberculosis, one other form of tuberculosis, 18 chicken-pox, 6 erysipelas, 
3 acute primary pneumonia, and one acute influenzal pneumonia. Among the 672 cases of infec- 
tious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 254 of scarlet fever, 189 of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 7 other forms of tuberculosis, 124 of diphtheria, 44 of venerea} disease, 17 of erysi- 
pelas, 7 of measles, 4 of chicken-pox, 2 of acute influenzal pneumonia, one of cerebro-spinal fever, 
and one of enteric fever.

Cases oF InNFEcTIOUS DISEASES UNDER TREATMENT IN DuBLIN HospPITALs. 


Table IX. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin 
Hospitals during the week ended 11th December, 1920, and the number under treatment at the close 
of each of the 8 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that the cases admitted to hospital during the week and the cases under treat- 
ment at its close, respectively, were as follows: Enteric fever 2 and 21; typhus one and 11; scarlet 
fever 9 and 55,* and diphtheria 3 and 23. Eight cases of pneumonia were admitted during 
the week and 26 remained under treatment at its close. Of the deaths in hospital during the week 
2 were from pneumonia.

The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :—

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 153—96 
boys and 57 girls—and the deaths to 179—87 males and 92 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 18) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20-2 per 1,000 of the 
population.

Tuberculous disease caused 13 deaths (including 9 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis; and 3 from other forms of tuberculous disease) as against 12, 13, and 27, in 
the three weeks preceding. 

-Five deaths were caused by cancer, 15 by organic diseases of the heart, and 26 by bronchitis, 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 3 were due to whooping-cough, one to venereal 
disease, one to simple meningitis, 4 to convulsions, 3 to bronchitis, 3 to broncho-pneumonia, one to 
pneumonia (type not distinguished), 6 to diarrhoza and enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 2 to 
premature birth, and 3 to congenital debility. 

Four deaths from accidental violence were registered, 2 of which were caused by burns and 
scalds.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths * registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,167,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 24°5 and 19°90 ; Dublin Registration Area, 26°9 and 20:7 ; Dublin City, 
27°4 and 21°9; Belfast, 21-0 and 17°3; Cork, 82:0 and 22-8; Londonderry, 24°9 and 18:1; Limerick, 
16°2 and 17°6; and Waterford 39° 9 and 23°3. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases + registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°2 per 1,000. Among the 166 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 5 from typhus, 2 from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years, and 2 from influenza. Of the 47 deaths from all causes for Cork, 4 are from 
diphtheria, and one from influenza. One of the 21 deaths from all causes for Londonderry is from 
scarlet fever. Of the 12 deaths from all causes for Limerick one is from diphtheria ; two of the 8 
deaths from all causes for Lisburn are from diphtheria; and the 11 deaths from all causes for Sligo 


include one from enteric fever. 
DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 162—81 
boys and 81 girls—and the. deaths to 226—116 males and 110 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26:9 per 1,000 of the 
population, During the fifty-two weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 18°1 
and was 3:0 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1910-19. The rate 
tor all deaths registered during the fifty-two weeks was 19:8 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22-4. 

Inciuded in thé 214 deaths appertaining to the Area are one from enteric fever, one from 
whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 2 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under two years, 
4. from influenza and one from encephalitis lethargica. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from whooping-cough were 0, 4, and 0; deaths from diphtheria 
0, one, and 0; deaths from diarrhea and enteritis of children under two years 4, 7, and 6; and deaths 
from influenza 2, 5, and 0. No deaths from enteric fever were registered during the 3 preceding 


weeks. 
There were 27 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 14 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar 


pneumonia, and 11 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 20 deaths (including 18 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, ‘and one from tuberculous osteomyelitis) as against 27, 18, and 16, in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Fifteen deaths were caused by cancer, 16 by organic diseases of the heart, and 28 by bronchitis. 

Three deaths from accidental violence were registered, one of which was caused by arsenical 
poisoning and one by scalds, and 5 deaths were attributed to homicide. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to whooping-cough, 2 to simple 
meningitis, 6 to convulsions, 4 to bronchitis, 3 to broncho-pneumonia, one to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, 7 to premature birth, and 2 to congenital debility. 

Forty one of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 31 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month 
old, and 64 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 50 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 214 deaths recorded, 83 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 

Details regarding deaths by diseases and ages in the Dublin Registration Area and its component 
parts will be found in Tables III. and IV.

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended Ist January, in 96 large English towns (includ- 
ing London in which the rate was 16°5) was equal to an average annual death rate of 16°6 per 1,000 
of the estimated civil population. 

The average death-rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 18*4 per 1,000 persons living, 
the rate for Glasgow being 17°6, and for Edinburgh 19°38, 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of 
Health for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 
Ist January. From this Report it appears that of 78 cases notified, 80 were scarlet fever, 15 
diphtheria, 12 acute primary pneumonia, 8 erysipelas, 8 pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 other forms of 
tuberculosis, one enteric fever, one puerperal fever and one ophthalmia neonatorum. Among the 
644 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 243 of -scarlet 
fever, 187 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 6 other forms ef tuberculosis, 122 of diphtheria, 
29 of venerea! disease, 19 of measles, 18 of erysipelas, 2 of acute influenzal pneumonia, 2: of 
whooping-cough, one of chicken-pox, one of puerperal fever, and ene of enteric fever.

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Birtrus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists 
of the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Kingstown, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, Ist January, 1921, 
2,511 births—i,311 boys and 1,200 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 24:2 in every 1,000 of 
the population. 


The number of births recorded for the city was 2,083, equivalent to an annual rate of 26-2 in 
every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named above, 428, equal to an annual 
rate of 17-7 in every 1,000 of the population. 


During the same period the births in London were equivalent to an annual rate of 22-9 per 1,000 
of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 26-5 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 21:2 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (197) referred to localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,790, were equivalent to an annual rate of 17-3 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 
20-9. The total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
1,987—i,013 uyales and 974 females—affording an annual ratio of 19-2 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as compared with 21-9 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1910-1919. 


he number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last quarter was 730, 
representing an annual mortality of 17-5 in every 1,000 of the population; and the number in the 
South City districts was 715, equivalent to a rate of 18-9 per 1,000. For the urban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 345, being equal to an annual death-rate of 14-3 in every 1,000. 


* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the respective 
districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities from which the 
deceased persons were admitted. 
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The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to an annual 
rate of mortality of 13-1 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow the death-rate was 15-0 
per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the annual rate was 13-5 per 1,000. 


CAUSES OF DEATH IN DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


‘he number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during last quarter was 161, being equal to an annual rate of 1°55 per 1,000 of the population. 


EnrERIC FEVER.—Five deaths from this cause were registered, as compared with 3 in the 
preceding quarter and an average of 11 in the fourth quarter of the five years, 1915-19. Of 74 cases 
under treatment in Dublin Hospitals 56 were discharged, 5 died, and 13 remained under treatment in 
hospitals at the close of the quarter. 


‘ ypuus.—There were 8 deaths from typhus registered, in comparison with 0, 3 and 0, respectively, 
in the three quarters preceding. Of the 8 deaths, 4 appertained to North City No. 1, West, 
district, 2 to South City No. 1, one to South City No. 3, and one was that of a non-resident of the 
Registration Area. Forty-three cases of the disease were admitted to hospitals during the quarter, 
8, as already stated, died, 32 cases were discharged, and 3 remained under treatment at the end of 
the period. 


MEASLES.—Only one death from measles was registered, the average for the corresponding quarter 
of the five years preceding being 25. 


ScarLEt FEVER.—To this cause 4 deaths were ascribed, the average for the fourth quarter of 
the preceding five years being 8. Of 204 cases under treatment in hospitals, 160 were admitted 
during the quarter, 127 were discharged, 4 died and 737 cases remained under treatment at the close 
of the quarter. 


Wuooprinc-Coucu.—There were 20 deaths from whooping-cough, as compared with an average 
of 14 for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1915-19. In the first, second and third quarters of the 
year 1920, the deaths from this cause numbered 60, 137 and 29, respectively. 


DIPHTHERIA.—The deaths from this disease numbered 19, as against 16, 13 and 10 in the three 
quarters preceding, and an average of 14 for the fourth quarter. Oi 137 cases under treatment in 
hospitals, 108 were admitted during the quarter, 79 were discharged, 18 died, and 40 remained under 
treatment at the close of the quarter. Of the 19 deaths, 6 belonged to North City districts, 9 to 
South City districts, one to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, and 3 to Pembroke. 


DIARRHGAI, D1sKASES.—To this heading 104 deaths were referred, including 102 deaths of 
children under 2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis, or 23 above the average (79) for the cor- 
responding quarter of the five years, 1915-19. 


INFLUENZA—There were 17 deaths from this malady, as compared with 28, 50 and 8, respectively, 
in the three preceding quarters. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL FEVER.—Only one death was registered. 


‘TUBERCULOSIS.—The fatal cases of tuberculosis during the quarter numbered 249, representing 
an annual rate of 2-40 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and include 189 deaths from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 24 from tuberculous meningitis, 13 from abdominal tuberculosis, and 23 from other 
forms of tuberculous disease. ‘The 249 deaths are 39, or 13-5 per cent, under the average for the fourth 
quarter of the five years 1915-19. 


Excluding the deaths of 22 persons from tuberculosis admitted to institutions from localities 
outside the Registration Area, the annual rate per 1,000 of the population was 2-19, that for the city 
being 2-44 per 1,000 (North City districts, 2-23; South City districts, 2-67) and for the remaining 
urban districts included in the Registration Area, the rate from tuberculous disease was 1:36 per 1,000. 


CANCER.—To this cause 119 deaths were attributed, being equivalent to an annual rate of 1-15 
per 1,000 of the population, as compared with 1-14, 1-21 and 1-21, respectively in the three preceding 
quarters. 


PNEUMONIA.—There were 155 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 96 deaths from broncho- 
pneumonia, 12 from lobar pneumonia, and 47 from pneumonia (type not distinguished.) 


These 155 deaths affording an annual rate of 1-49 per 1,000 of the population, are 73 under the 
average (228) for the corresponding quarter of the five years preceding. 


BRONCHITIS.—Deaths from this cause numbered 222, being equal to an annual rate of 2:14 per 
1,000, and are 24 under the five-yearly average (246) for the fourth quarter.

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DISEASES OF THE BRAIN AND NERVOUS SySTEM.—To this group of diseases 216 deaths were 
referred, this latter number, which is 19 above the quinquennial average (197), affording an annual 
rate of 2:08 per 1,000 of the population. 


The 216 deaths include 43 from convulsions, all being those of children under five years of age. 


DISEASES OF THE CIRCULATORY SystEM.—There were 201 deaths from these causes, representing 
1-94 per 1,000 of the population, the average number of deaths for the fourth quarter of the five 
years preceding being 208. 


CONGENITAL CONDITIONS.—Under this heading, 6 deaths were ascribed to congenital malforma- 
tions, 77 to premature birth and 34 to congenital debility. 


VIOLENCE.—Oft 96 deaths by violence, as registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the quarter, 50 were ascribed to homicide, 2 to suicide and one to execution. Included in the remaining 
deaths by violence, 12 were stated to have been caused by burns or scalds (6 of the latter being those 
of children under five years of age), 9 by gunshot wounds, 6 by vehicles and horses, 3 by drowning, 
and one by poison (arsenic.)

In 58 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 58 cases, 23 (or 39-7 per cent). were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 
Of the deaths of 143 infants under one month old registered, there were 11 (or 7-7 per cent.) regarding 
which the cause was uncertified. 


From Table III., page 520/, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality 
from the principal epidemic diseases + in the Dublin Registration Area was 1-5 per 1,000, that in the 
City it was 1-7, and in the urban districts 0-7, the rates for the several districts varying from 00 in 
two of the districts to 3-8 in No1th City No. 1 East, the 173 deaths from all causes for that district 
including one from enteric fever, 5 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and 21 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under two years of age. 


OccuPATIONS.—In Table IV., page 520g, it will be observed that the deaths in families of the 
“ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to an annual rate of 20-7 per 1,000 of the persons 
in that class according to the Census of 1911; the rate for the “ Middle Class’’ was 16-4 per 1,000 | 
among the “‘ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 15-2 ; and in the ‘‘ General Service Class 
it was 19-6. ; 


Acrs.—Of the 1,987 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
during the quarter, 503 were under five years of age, including 380 infants under one year of age, the 
latter representing a rate of 151 per 1,000 births registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 
years of age is equal to an annual mortality of 49-2 in every 1,000 children at that agc (according to the 
Census of 1911),the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 4-7 per 
1,000 persons at that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5-6 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 14-6 per 
1,000 of the population at that age period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 
45 the rate was 10-0; for those between 45 and 65 it was 31-4 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 65-2, and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate was 170-2 per 
1,000. ‘The deaths of 11 persons (2 males and 9 females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic InstrruTions.—Of the 1987 deaths recorded during the quarter, 832, or 41-9 per cent 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 570 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums ; 253 
in the Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 9 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin Registra- 
tion Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse.

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WEATHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park was 46°2°. At Greenwich it was 
45-6°; at Glasgow, 450°; and at Edinburgh, 44:5°. 


he rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 9-92 inches; at Greenwich it was 
3-54 inches ; at Glasgow, 9-54 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 4-78 inches. 


NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table II., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts) ,was 
15:7 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in 
order from the lowest to the highest :—Galway, 10-9; Tralee, 10-9 ; Wexford, 13:2 ; Lisburn, 13-6 ; 
Clonmel, 13-7 ; Drogheda, 13-8 ; Dundalk, 14-0 ; Portadown, 14-0 ; Belfast, 14-2 ; Sligo, 14-7 ; London- 
derry, 15-0 ; Limerick, 15-0 ; Lurgan, 15-0 ; Ballymena, 15-1 ; Kilkenny, 16-0 ; Dublin Registration 
Area, 17:3 ; Cork, 17-6 ; Waterford, 17:8 ; and Newry, 20:7. ; 


‘The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 19 districts 
is 1-4 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in three of the districts to 2:7 in Cork, 
the 338 deaths from all causes for that district, including 12 from enteric fever, 2 from measles, 5 from 
scarlet fever, 31 from diphtheria, 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one from 
influenza. ‘he 1.468 deaths from all causes for Belfast include 4 from enteric fever, 7 from typhus, one 
from measles, 18 from scarlet fever, 8 from whooping-cough, 19 from diphtheria, 60 from diarrhceal 
diseases, and 10 from influenza. 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* in the eighteen 
provincial urban districts already named, and Tables IJ. and V. give in detail the results of the regis- 
tration for the quarter :-— 


ENTERIC FEVER.—Of 20 deaths from enteric fever, 4 belonged to Belfast, 12 to Cork and one each 
to Dundalk, Newry, Ballymena, and Sligo. 


‘l’ ypHus.—Seven of the 8 deaths from typhus were those of Belfast residents and one appertained to 
Londonderry. 


SMALL-Pox.—No death from this cause was registered. 


MxrASLES.—Only 3 deaths occurred, 2 belonging to Cork and one to Belfast. 


ScarLET FEVER.—Of 30 deaths from this cause, 18 appertained to Belfast, 5 to Cork, 4 to London 
derry, 2 to Wexford, and one to Lisburn. 


WHOoPING-CouGH.—There were 12 deaths from whooping-cough, 8 of these having occurred in 
Belfast, 3 in Waterford and one in Wexford. 


DIPHTHERIA.—The 67 deaths from diphtheria in the 18 principal towns include 31 for Cork, 19 
for Belfast, 7 for Limerick, 4 for Londonderry, 3 for Lisburn, and one each for Galway, Wexford and 
Kilkenny. 


DIARRHGAL DisEAsES.—Deaths of children under two years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, 
included in this group of diseases number 87, and of these 50 appertained to Belfast, 16 to Londonderry 
4 each to Waterford and Sligo, and 3 to Limerick. 


INFLUENZA.—Of 15 deaths from influenza, 10 were recorded for Belfast. 


PuLMONARY ‘TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual death-rate from pulmonary tuberculosis for the 19 
towns in the aggregate was 1-56 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration 
Area it was 1-68 per 1,000 ; for Belfast county borough 1-56 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 
collectively (not including Dublin Registration Area and Belfast) it was 1-40.
